INFLAMMATORY FEVER. 


HIS fever, the common ſymptoms of 
which are a violent head-ach, a ſtrong 
and hard pulſe, great heat and thirſt, with 
high-coloured urine, requires plentiful blood- 
ing, which ought to be repeated, if neceſſary. 
After the firſt blooding, the body ſhould be 
opened by a gentle laxative; and coſtiveneſs, 
if attendant, be removed by almoſt daily clyſ- 
ters throughout the courſe of the diſcaſe: 
$7 B Thoſe 
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Thoſe remedies having been premiſed, an 

early ſweat is of great advantage for ſtopping 
the progreſs of the fever *. 4 


When the head-ach is not removed by the 


firſt blooding, nor by opening the body, a 
bliſter between the ſhoulders. ſeldom fails, of 
giving eaſe; and, if there be a ſtitch in "he 
ſide, a bliſter ſhould be laid on the part affected. 

Opiates are to be given only in the ad vanc- 
ed ſtate of the diſeaſe, when the inflammatory 


ſymptoms are much abated, the head not af- 
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fected, and the patient, after long watching, 

has no other complaint than want of ſleep. 
Towards the criſis, or in the decline of the 

fever, a little wine may be added to the pana-

One of the moſt common remedies for this 
purpoſe is the following powder, given four times 
a day in a little barley-water, R Pulv. contrayerv. 
comp. Oi. nitri gr. x. camphor. gr. iii. m. But 
what ſeems preferable is a draught of vinegar-whey, 
with ſome ſpirits of hartſhorn. - Or inſtead of this 
may be given two ſcruples of ſalt of hartſhorn, ſa- 
turated with about three ſpoonfuls of common vi- 
negar in one draught; promoting the diaphoreſis 
with fome warm diluting liquor. p 
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1 
da; but in great ſinkings, an excellent re- 
medy is ſome drops of ſpirit of hartſhorn, 
in a tea-cup full of white wine whey. 
After recovery, ſome mild purge is often 
requiſite, to prevent the two haſty repletion 


of the convaleſcents upon indulging their ap- 


petite. 


BILIOUS, or REMITTING FEVER. 


This fever, like moſt others, begins with 
chillneſs and laſſitude; pains of the head and 
bones, accompanied with ſigns of corrupted 
humours in the firſt paſſages. The patient 
gets no reſt, and often becomes delirious; but 
generally in the morning an imperfect ſweat 
brings on a remiſſion of all the ſymptoms. 

It is often neceſſary to begin the cure with 
opening a vein, and to repeat the blooding, 
according to the urgency of the ſymptoms. 
The operation may be ſafely performed either 
during the remiſſion, or in the height of the

paroxyſm; obſerving the common caution of 
not blooding during the ſweat. 

Venzſection, when neceſſary, being perform- 
ed, the next ſtep in the cure is to give emetic 
tartar “, with the view of either entirely re- 
moving the fever, or ſpeedily bringing it to 
ſuch remiſſions as will admit of the bark, with 
which the cure is to be completed. 

In the beginning of the diſeaſe opiates are 
not adviſable; but when it has laſted long, 


—— 
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*The following is recommended as a ſafe, and 
commonly an eaſy manner of giving this antimonial. 
In a quart of water diſſolve fix grains of emetic 
tartar, and of this, warm, let the patient drink every 
ten minutes four or five ounces, till he begin to vo- 
mit, and then promote the operation by ſome warm 
water, or chamomile tea; or, if neceſſary, by going 
on with the ſame, or ſmaller doſes, or at longer in- 
tervals, Commonly when the vomiting ſtops, the 
purging begins. But if this laſt effect ſhould not be 
produced, let a clyſter be adminiſtered; and next 
day, or when there ſhall be an occaſion to repeat 
the evacuation, diſſolve half an ounce, more or leſs, 
of ane of the neutral purging ſalts, along with the 
emetic tartar, in the ſame quantity of water, to be 

taken as before.

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and the patient has been much txhauſted by 
evacuation and low diet, a few drops of tinc- 


1 tura Thebaica, given at night, generally quiets 
* the ſpirits, and promotes a gentle diaphoreſis. 


JAIL, or HOSPITAL FEVER. 


This fever is generated in places ill aired and 
dirty, and which are filled with animal ſteams 
from foul or diſeaſed bodies. One of the moſt 
uſual ſymptoms is a tremor of the hands; but 
in order to form a diagnoſtic with greater cer- 
tainty, we ought to enquire whether the per- 
ſon has been expoſed to the ordinary cauſes of 
fevers, or to foul air and infection. As the 
fever advances,. the ſymptoms increaſe, and in 
particular the patient complains of laſſitude, 
nauſea, pains in the back, a more conſtant pain 
and confuſion in the head; all which are ac- 
companied with an uncommon dejection of ſpi- 
rits. The pulſe ſooner or later finks, and af- 
fords certain intelligence of the nature of the 
diſeaſe. In an advanced ſtate, the breath is 

B 3 offenſive, 
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offenſive, and the ſweats fetid; at which time, 
for the moſt part, if not before, the patient 
grows dull of hearing, and at laſt almoſt deaf. 
Petechiæ ſometimes appear. 

Before the diſeaſe is completely formed, it 
may ſometimes be extinguiſhed by removing 
the patient out of the foul air, or, if that can- 
not be done, by purefying the apartment; mak- 
ing a ventilation by means of fire, or letting 
in the air by doors and windows, diffuſing the 
ſteams of vinegar, or the like. 

As the next ſtep to prevention, a vomit ought 
to be given; and afterwards a ſudorific medi- 
cine, ſuch as Theriac. Andromachi, with ſome 
grains of ſalt of hartſhorn, and draughts of 
yinegar-whey. 

In the ſecond ſtate, when the diſeaſe is ma- 
nifeſt, if the pulſe is full, ſome blood may be 
taken away; but even moderate venæſection 
is not to be repeated without caution. 

If the patient is not in the loweſt ſtate, but 
complains - of a head-ach, coſtiveneſs, and a 


fſorder of the ſtomach, the firſt paſſages ought 
2 then 
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then to be cleared. But in the advanced ſtate 
of the fever, emetics are to be cautiouſly 
uſed; and if the diſeaſe is accompanied with 
a ſickneſs at the ſtomach, this ſymptom may 
frequently be removed by giving the ſaline 
draughts in the act of efferveſcence. 

A laxative clyſter ought to be given daily, 

or frequently, if the patient have no ſtools 
otherwiſe, 
The next ſtep ought to be to promote perſpi- 
ration, which at firſt ſnould be attempted on- 
ly by. the cooler diaphoretics, ſuch as ſpiritus 
Mindereri, the contrayerva powder with nitre 
and camphor, and barley-water acidulated with 
vinegar. 

The third and longeſt ſtage begins in three 
or four days after the fever is formed, or often 
later. The pulſe ſinks, the ſtupor is great, a 
delirium is threatened, and petechiæ often ap- 
pear. As ſoon as the firſt of thoſe ſymptoms 
occurs, the method of cure muſt be varied, 
and the principal intention be to ſupport the 
vis vitæ. The nitre, therefore, ſhould be omit- 

B 4 ted 
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ted in the diaphoretic powders, and ten grains 
of Virginian ſnake- root be ſubſtituted *. 

In the low ſtate of the fever, when a cor- 
dial is required, nothing 1s comparable to wine. 
But if the delirium increaſes upon uſing this 
remedy, or other heating medicines, bliſters, 
which before were not adviſable, become of 
great ſervice. | 
In this fever a delirium will ariſe from two 
oppoſite errors; one from large and repeated 
bloodings, and the other from wine and cor- 
dial medicines being taken too early. Neither 
a hot, nor a cool regimen, therefore, will an- 


ſwer with every patient, nor in every ſtate of 
the diſcaſe.

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In the advanced and ſunk ſtate of the fever, 
the bark and the ſnake-root are joined together with 
good effect, in the following decoction, of which 
three or four ſpoonfuls may be taken every four or 
fix bours, according to circumſtances.

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After the fever, when it is common for the 
patient to complain of want of reſt, a vertigo, 
or confuſion of the head, with a continuation 
of the deafneſs, or of other nervous ſymptoms, 
an opiate ſhould be taken at night; and in the 
day ſome ſtrengthening remedies, ſuch as the 
bark, or the elixir of vitriol. 

Sometimes the patient falls into an irregular 
intermittent, which, if not of a hectic nature, 
from an internal abſceſs, may proceed from 
neglecting to clear the prime viz. In ſuch cir- 
cumſtances, after proper evacuation by a purge, 
the bark is almoſt a ſure remedy. 


AGUES, or INTERMITTENT FEVERS. 


Very little preparation of the body is requi- 
fite, previous to the adminiſtration of the bark 
in intermitting fevers; it being ſufficient to 
cleanſe the ſtomach and bowels by an emetic 


or purge .

* When there is any nauſea or ſickneſs, fix or 
eight grains of ipecacuanha may be given; but 
when 
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An ounce, or an ounce and a half of the bark, 


taken during one intermiſſion, is often ſuſh- 
cient to prevent the return of another parox- 
yſm; but this is not always the caſe. The 
medicine ought not to be omitted as ſoon as 
one fit is ſtopt; but ſhould be continued in a 
ſmaller doſe for at leaſt ten days or a fortnight. 
Even for ſeveral months after the diſeaſe is re- 
moved, it would be adviſable to take a little 
bark occaſionally in damp weather, or during 
an eaſterly wind, to prevent a relapſe. The 
efficacy of the bark is obſerved to be increaſed 
by adminiſtering it in juleps or draughts, with 
the plentiful addition of wine, or ſpirits, or 
with a little of the ſpiritus ſalis ammoniaci, 
or tinctura myrrh. 


When the bark is entirely nauſeated from 
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When thoſe ſymptoms do not attend, it ſeems pre- 
ferable to give a ſtomachic purge ; ſuch as an ounce 
or two of tinctura ſacra, or a few grains of the 
pilulæ Rufi, Theſe are to be adminiſtered in the 
intermiſſion, immediately after the fever has ceaſed, 


ſo that their operation may be over 1 the re- 
turn of the fit, 


a weak -

a weakneſs of the ſtomach, or from an averſion 
of the patient to that medicine, it is adviſable 
to give it in clyſters “. 

To children labouring under intermitting fe- 
vers, and who are utterly averſe to medicines 
that have a diſagreeable taſte or ſmell, the 
bark has been ſucceſsfully adminiſtered in a 


quilted waiſtcoat +.

“ For this purpoſe, after empty ing the bowels by 
a cathartic clyſter, the moſt efficacious form is a ſo- 
lution of the extract of the bark, joined to a ſuf- 
ficient quantity of tinctura Thebaica, in order to 
its being longer retained. 

+ See Medical Obſervations and Inquiries, vol. ii. 
A paroxyſm is often prevented in children by an- 
ointing the ſpine of the back, at the approach of 
the fit, with a liniment compoſed of equal parts of 
tinctura Thebaica and linimentum ſaponaceum. 
It this ſhould not produce the deſired effect, two or 
three tea- ſpoonfuls of ſyrupus e meconio, given 
in the hot fit, will generally be found to mitigate 
the ſymptoms, But tor the entire removal of the 
diſcaſe, aſter purging with magneſia, a drachm of the 
extract of the bark, with a few drops of tinctura 
Thebaica, in a clyſter, may be given every three 
hours to a child about a year old, 


It 
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It is found that opium, when given half an 


hour after the commencement of the hot fit, 
generally affords immediate relief, by remov- 
ing the head-ach, abating the fever, and pro- 


ducing a profuſe ſweat “. 


NERVOUS FEVER. 


In this fever the pulſe, as well as the heats 
and chills are extremely unequal and fluctuat- 
ing. The diſeaſe is generally accompanied 


with a heavineſs and dejection of ſpirits, an op- 
preſſive breathing, more or leſs of a load, pain, 


Dr. Lind, who introduced this practice, con- 

fiders opium, in an ague, as the beſt preparative 
for the bark, He preſcribes rhe opiate in about 
two ounces of tinctura ſacra, when the patient 18 
coſtive ; ordering the bark to be taken immediately 
after the fit, By this means the paroxyſin is ſhort- 
ened, and the inteſtines cleanſed previous to the ad- 
miniſtration of the bark ; the operation of the tinc- 
tura ſacra not being prevented, but only ſomewhat 
retarded by the opiate, 


or 
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or giddineſs of the head, a nauſea, and fre- 
quent reachings to vomit. The ſymptoms 
ſometimes abate, but return with aggravation 
towards night. A great torpor, or obtuſe pain 
and coldneſs, affects the hinder part of the 
head frequently ; and oftentimes a heavy pain 
is felt on the top all along the coronary ſuture. 
The urine is commonly pale. 

In this diſcaſe all great evacuations, eſpeci- 
ally blooding, are injurious. It is ſometimes 


neceſſary, however, to cleanſe the prime vie 


by a gentle puke, a little rhubarb, manna, &c. 


Clyſters of milk, ſugar, and ſalt, may be in- 
jected with advantage every ſecond or third 
day, if the body be coſtive. 

The beſt remedies are the temperate, cordial, 
diaphoretic medicines *, with a ſupporting and 
diluting diet, well-timed bliſters, and a due care

Andromachi, or elixir paregoricum, may be add- 
ed; and ſpiritus volatilis aromaticus may be taken 


now and then out of thin wine-whey, or that of 
muſtard,

to keep the patient as quiet as poſſible, both in 
body and mind. | 

Seldom any thing completely critical 1s ob- 
ſervcd in this fever; and in many caſes it ſeems 
to be extinguiſhed by time alone. No diſ- 
charge affords. greater hope of recovery than a 
free ſalivation without aphthæ. During the 
progreſs of the fever, a warm moiſture of the 
{kin is beneficial, as is alſo a gentle diarrhcea in 
the decline of the diſeaſe; but profuſe ſweats, 
and crude colliquative ſtools, are highly pre- 
Judicial. 

Towards the decline of the fever, the bark 
and ſnake-root ſhould be joined to the cordial 
m2dicines; interpoſing now and then a little 
rhubarb, to carry off the putrid humours in the 
firſt paſſages, | 


S CAR- 
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SCARLET FEVER. 


— 


The ſcarlet ſever generally makes its appear- 
ance towards the end of ſummer, and particu- 
| larly attacks children, whom it ſeizes with 
chillneſs and ſhivering, as in other fevers, but 
without much ſickneſs. Afterwards the ſkin is 
covered with red ſpots, more numerous, much 
broader, of a fuller red, but leſs uniform than 
thoſe of the meaſles. When they have conti- 
nued two or three days, they diſappear, and 
the ſkin is ſcaled off; a branny deſquamation 
ſucceeding two or three times. 

When the diſeaſe appears in the form above 
mentioned, it is thought ſufficient that the 
patients abſtain from fleſh meats and ſtrong li- 
quors, and that they keep within doors, but not 
in bed, and take a gentle purge when the 


deſquamation of the ſkin is completed. Of 
late, however, the diſorder has been often ſeen 
in 
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in a malignant form, and generally accompa- 
nied with a ſore throat. 

In the malignant ſcarlet fever, the liberal uſe 
of emetics appears to be the moſt ſucceſsful 
method of cure. The yomit ought to be power- 
ful, and in ordinary caſes repeated once in 
forty-eight hours. In patients with more ur- 
gent ſymptoms it muſt be given daily; and in 
the worſt caſes twice in twenty-four hours. 


CATARRHOUS FEVER. 


The catarrhous fever, beſides the evacuations 
and dilution neceſſary for abating the inſlamma- 
tion, requires the uſe of demulcents, ſuch as 
ſpermaceti, pulv. contrayerv. comp. &c. and 
that the morbid matter be diſcharged by the 
outlet which nature ſeems to adopt for the cri- 
ſis of the diſeaſe; whether by expectoration, 


diarrhcea, eryſipelas, or any other channel. 


PUER- 


PUERPERAIL, or CHILD-BED 
FEVER. 


The chief charaQeriſtics of this fever 
are a great tumefaction and tenderneſs of the 
abdomen, and a dejection of ſpirits. In its 
earlicr ſtage it is attended with the ſigns of 
inflammation, which uſually ſubſiding in a 
few days, the difcaſe acquires a more putrid 
form. 

When the patient is plethoric, and the ſymp- 
toms of inflammation riſe high, blood-letting, 
doubtleſs, is indicated: but the method of cure 
moſt generally applicable is to promote, by the 
ſtomach, when there is a nauſea, and by the in- 
teſtines, the diſcharge of the putrid humours, 
which appear to be the ſupport of the diſcaſe. 

To anſwer thoſe intentions a moderate doſe 


of ipecacuanha may firſt be preſcribed; and af- 
C terwards 
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terwards gentle laxatives, ſuch as rhubarb and 


magneſia, repeated daily“. 
The ſaline draughts are uſeful both in the 


inflammatory and putrid ſtate. 
- The pains of the belly ought to be mitigated 


by emollient fomentations; and injections of 
the ſame kind ſhould alſo be frequently re- 
peated; care being taken to apply the latter 


with as much gentleneſs as poſſible, becauſe in

* Inſtead of theſe remedies, the following, which 
promotes both the diſcharges, may be uſed. 


R Tartar, emetic. gr. 11. 
Ocul. caucror, præp. Zi. intime miſceantur, 


Of a powder thus prepared, may be given from two 
to ſix grains, and repeated as circumſtances require. 
If the firſt doſe does not procure any ſenſible opera- 
tion, it may be repeated in an increaſed quantity at 
the end of (wo houts, Should the diſcaſe be abated, 
but not removed by the effects of the firſt doſe, the 
lame medicine ought to be repeated, bur in a leſs 
quantity, till all danger is over. But if any alarm- 
ing ſymptoms remain, we need not heſitate to re- 
peat the powder, in the ſame quantity as firſt gi- 
ven, though this is ſeldom neceſſary, if the firſt. 
doſe operates properly.

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this diſcaſe the parts in the pelvis are endowed 


with great ſenſibility. 


MILE FEVER. 


This fever uſually ſupervenes a few days after 
delivery, when the lochia begin to abate, and 
the breaſts become turgid with milk. 

When the pain and diſtenſion of the breaſts 
rife not to any conſiderable height, this fever is 
generally cured by means of a ſlender diet on- 
ly. But if it ſhould prove more violent, as 
ſometimes happens, eſpecially in young wo— 
men of a plethoric conſtitution, after their firſt 
delivery, the inflammation muſt be abated by 


blooding, which ought to be performed in the 


ancle. 

Afterwards, if the breaſts are hard, very tur- 
gid, or inflamed, apply emollient fomentations 
and cataplaſms ; to the former of which a ſmall 
quantity of compound ſpirits may be joined, as 
a diſcutient. 


| 
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HECTIC FEVER. 


The appearance of the hectic fever is not un- 
like that of the genuine intermittent; from 
which, however, the diſeaſe is very different 
in its nature, as well as infinitely more dan- 
gerous. In the hectic fever, the chillneſs, 
heat, and ſweat do not ſucceed each other fo 
regularly as in the true intermittent; and it is 
not uncommon for one of thoſe ſtages to be 
wanting. When the ſweat is over, the fever 

Will ſometimes continue; and in the middle of 

the fever the chillneſs will return; a circum- 

' "ſtance which affords the moſt certain mark of 
this diſeaſe. 

The urine, in a true intermittent, is clear in 
the fits, and turbid in the intervals; but in the 


hectic fever it is liable to all kinds of irregu- 

larity. 
Hectic patients often complain of pains like 
thoſe of the rheumatiſm, which either affect 
by 


by turns almoſt every part of the body, or elſe 
return, conſtantly to the ſame part, which is 


i: 


) 


often at a great diſtance from the ſeat of the 
principal diſorder, and, as far as is known, 


without any peculiar connection with it. Thoſe. 


pains ſeem to be more common where the 
hectic fever ariſes from ſome ulcer open to the 


external air, as in cancers of the face, breaſts, 


&c. 


The hectic fever is alſo frequently accompa- 
nied with ſwellings of the limbs, neck, or 
trunk of the body, which riſe up almoſt in an 


inſtant, as if the part was all at once grown 


fatter. Thoſe ſwellings are not painful, hard, 
nor diſcoloured, and they continue for ſeveral 


hours. 
This fever will ſupervene whenever there is 


a great collection of matter formed in any part 
of the body ; but it more particularly attends 
upon the inflammation of a ſchirrous gland, 
and even upon one that is ſlight, and only juſt 
beginning; the fever growing worſe in propor- 
tion as the gland becomes more inflamed, ul- 
cerated, or gangrenous. And ſuch is the ling- 
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ering 
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ering nature of thoſe glandular diſorders, that 
the firſt of thoſe ſtages will continue for many 
months, and the ſecond for ſome years. 

Lying-in-women, on account of the violence 
ſuſtained in delivery, generally die of this fe- 
ver; and women of the age of near fifty and 
upwards, are particularly liable to it. 

This fever 1s never leſs dangerous than 
when it ariſes from a kindly ſuppuration, into 
which all the diſeaſed parts are melted 
down, and for which there is a proper out- 
let. 

The ſame medicines are not likely always to 
ſuit this anomalous fever, which, ariſing from 
very different cauſes, is attended with a variety 
of ſymptoms. A mixture of aſſafœtida and 
opium has in ſome perſons ſeemed ſingularly 
ſerviceable in this fever, when brought on by 
a {mall wound; but in moſt other caſes the 
principal, if not the ſolc, attention of the phy- 
ſician muſt be employed in relieving the ſymp- 
toms, by tempering the heat, by preventing 
both coſtiveneſs and purging, by procuring 
ſleep, and by checking the ſweats. If at the 
| | ſame 
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Came time he put the body into as good gene- 
ral health as may be, by air, exerciſe, and a 
proper courſe of mild diet, he can perhaps do 
nothing better than leave all the reſt to the fa- 


vourable guidance of nature. 


SMALL-POX. 


This diſeaſe is generally diſtinguiſhed into 
two kinds, the diſtin&t and the confluent; in 
both which, however, there are ſeveral ſub- 
diviſions, that derive their denomination from 
the different appearance of the puſtules ; ſuch 
as the cryſtalline, the warty, the ſiliquoſe, ſan- 
guineous, &c. 

The moſt characteriſtic ſigns of the erup- 
tive fever are frequent ſneezing, paleneſs, and 
ſometimes a ſudden glow of one or both cheeks, 
a peculiar diſagreeable ſmell of the breath, op- 
prefſion and anxiety about the præcordia, ſores 
neſs at the pit of the ſtomach when preſſed 
with the finger, a heavy look, and a diſpoſi- 
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tion to ſleep; the laſt of which ſymptoms is 
more remarkable in children than in adults, 

The cure may be divided into four ſtages, 
viz. 1. The eruptive fever. 2. The pro- 
greſs of eruption. 3. The maturation of the 
puſtules. 4. The ſecondary fever. 

I. In the firſt ſtage, namely that of the erup- 
tion, if the fever riſe too high, it ought to be 
moderated, and the eruption retarded to the 
moſt favourable period, which is the third or 


fourth day from the commencement of the diſ- 
eaſe. Blooding 1s therefore to be uſed, and 
repeated according to the violence of the ſymp- 
toms. | 
Some cooling phyſic is then to be adminiſ- 
tered ; ſuch as ſalts and manna, infuſion of ſena, 
&c. after the operation of which a ſaline 
draught may be given every four hours. 
- During this ſtage of the diſeaſe the patient 


ought not to be kept too warm, nor confined, 
but expoſed as uſual to the open air, unleſs the 
weather be too cold. | 


The drink ſhould be cold water, or butter- 
milk,

milk, except when the patient takes phyſic, 
when it ſhould be warm whey or gruel. 

At this period the acid and ſweet ſpirits of 
vitriol may alſo be preſcribed, either in juleps, 
or the patient's drink. 

II. In the ſ2cond ſtage, viz. During the pro- 
greſs of erruption, when we ought to prevent, 
as much as poſſible, the puſtules from becom- 
ing too numerous, the ſame remedics may be 
employed as in the ſirſt ſtage; except that 
blooding may not perhaps be neceſſary, if it 
aas been practiſed freely before. 

In the third ſtage, or during maturation, 
blooding and purging are to be uſed more 
cautioully than in the two former ſtages, un- 
leſs very urgent ſymptoms indicate the neceſſity 
of them. The patient ſhould be confined for 
the moſt part to bed, but, not covered with 


more cloaths than uſual. Care, however, 
ſhould be taken, if the weather be cold, to 
keep his hands and arms covered, to promote 
the maturation of the puſtules; for which pur- 
poſe the arms and legs ought alſo to be ſo-

mented or bathed cvery evening in warm milk 
and water, or bran and water. The bark thould 


alſo be given in ſubſtance or decoction; and 
the ſaline draughts, if the fever runs too high. 
Gentle opiates ought to be adminiſtered from 
time to time, to abate the pain and procure reſt; 
and the body ſhould be kept open by mild cly{- 
ters or purges. 

The patient's drink may conſiſt of new milk, 
either alone or diluted with warm water, or 
ptiſan. His linen ſhould be changed every day; 
his bed often made; and the windows and 
door of the bed- chamber be frequently opened, 


to admit the freſh air. 


In the fourth ſtage, when the maturation 1s 


completed, begins the ſecondary fever, which 
ariſes from the abſorption of the variolous mat- 
ter, and frequently proves very dangerous, on 
account of the paticnt's weakneſs at this pe- 
riod. We muſt now watch attentively every 
change, endeavour to ſupport nature, pre- 


vent the return of the morbiſic matter into 


the 
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the blood, and, if any has been already intro- 


duced, to diſcharge it by the natural outlets. 

For thoſe purpoſes the bark ſhould be con- 
tinued, unleſs delirium or diſſiculty of breath- 
ing forbids its uſe. Diureties, ſuch as ſyrup 
or oxymel of iquills, ſweet ſpirit of nitre, &c. 
ſhould be preſcribed ; and laxatives, if the bo- 
dy be coſtixe. 

If the patient be too low, or attacked with 
fainting fits; or if the puſtules and ſwelling of 
the hands and feet ſubſide, wine and cordials 
ought to be adminiſtered ; with bliſters to the 
legs or arms, or ſinapiſms to the ſoles of the 
feet. 

When the incruſtation is completed, and the 
pox is dry, a few doſes of gentle phyſic ſhould 
be given at proper intervals, to carry off the re- 
mains of the diſeaſe. 

If the patient appears very weak, or ſhews a 
tendency to conſumption, a milk diet, the bark, 


and gentle exerciſe, with a change of air, 

ſhould be preſcribed. 
To prevent pitting, when the pox begin to 
dry, the patient's face ſhould be anointed with 
ſome

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ſome ſoftening application, ſuch as cream, freſh 
butter, hog's lard, or ſweet oil. 


MEASLES. 


li The meaſles begin with ſhivering. Chills 
and fluſhes of heat ſucceed each other alter- 
nately. The perſon is ſeized with nauſea, ſick- 
neſs, and vomiting : a fever enſues, accompa=- 
nied with a heavineſs of the head, flcepineſs, 
a troubleſome cough, a diſcharge of lymph 
from the noſtrils, ſncezing, and an eſfuſion of 
tears, with a dryneis of the {kin. The ſpots 
commonly appear on the fourth day. Having 
continucd two or three days, they become pale, 


and more rough, and the cuticle now breaking, 
de ſquamation ſucceeds. 
This diſcaſe being for the moſt part of a very 


inflammatory nature, the principal remedy is 


blood-letting, which is to be uſed not only be- 


| fore the eruption, but after it has diſappeared, 


according 
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according to the urgency of the ſymptoms. In 


the latter ſtage alſo bliſters are frequently pro- 
per. 

After the diſappearance of the eruption great 
benefit has been obſerved from the uſe of the 
Peruvian bark, combined with the ſaline 
draughts; the patient being firſt blooded, if 


the ſigns of inflammation were urgent. 


ERYSIPELAS, or ST. ANTHONY's 
FIRE. 


This diſorder, by ſome called a blight, is 
frequently occaſioned by too ſudden cooling 
after great heat. It ariſes from a hot acrid hu- 
mour, begins with a ſhivering and proſtration 
of ſtrength, and is generally attended with a 
fever. The local ſymptoms are heat, a redneſs 
inclining to yellow, accompanied frequently 
with ſcurt and ſmall pimples ; and if the diſor- 
der be in the face, with a tumour and watery 
velicles. 


If 
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If the diſeaſe be attended with a fever, it is 
proper to let blood: but when this evacuation 


is unneceſſary, it may be ſuſſicient to preſeribe 
gentle purgatives, and, on the intermediate 
days, ſome diaphoretic medicine, ſuch as pulv. 


contrayerv. comp. with a few grains of camphor 


and nitre. 


INFLAMMATION of the BRAIN. 


- x we — 
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An 1diopathic phrenitis, or inflammation of 
the brain, requires immediate, large, and re- 
peated blood-letting, which is thought to be 
moſt ſucceſsful when performed in the jugular. 
After blooding, apply three or four leeches to 
each temple. 

The internal remedies are antiphlogiſtics, 
particularly nitre. | 

In the ſymptomatic phrenitis alſo a vein may 
de opened, if the pulſe will admit; but if not, 
the cure muſt be attempted by leeches and 
bliſters.

In a phrenitis of either kind, it is of great 


advantage to apply a fomentation to the feet and 


lower part of the legs, with double flannels 


wrung out of water (with a ſeventh of vinegar) 
made agreeably warm; and to repeat it often 


for an hour or two at a time. 


INFLAMMATION of the EYES. 


If the inflammation be conſiderable, the pa- 
tient ought to be immediately blooded, either 
in the arm or jugular. 

In all inflammations of the eyes, after blood- 
ing, or where that operation is unneceſlary, 
great benefit ariſes from applying two or more 
leeches to the lower part of the orbit, or near 
the external angle of the eye, and allowing the 
wounds to ooze till they ſtop of themſelves. 

Bliſters applied behind the ears, eſpecially if 
continued for two er three days, and the ſores 


be afterwards kept running, are highly uſeful. 


The 
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The beſt topical remedy is warm milk and 
water; with which, in violent pains, ſome 
white poppy heads may be boiled. 

hen the inflammation has yielded a little 
to evacuations, the coagulum aluminoſum of 
the London Diſpenſatory, ſpread on lint, and 
applied at bed-time, may be uſed with advan- 
tage; as may alſo the unguent. e lapid. cala- 


minar. 


QINSET, or INFLAMMATION of 
the THROAT. 


his diforder requires ſpeedy and large blood- 
ing, which, if the inflammation is not dimi- 
niſhed, ought to be repeated next day. When 
the inflammation is obſtinate, good effects have 
been obſerved from opening the veins under 
the tongue, called the raninæ, and taking from 

them as much blood as will come, 
Venæ- 
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Venæſection having been performed, a leni- 
ent purge ought to be given, and afterwards 
daily clyſters to open the body. 


After the firſt blooding, a large bliſter ought 


to be applied to the back; and, in bad caſes, one 
may alſo be laid acroſs the throat *. 

In this diſorder, antiphlogiſtic remedies are 
beſt adminiſtered in a liquid form. 

When a ſuppuration is advancing, a proper 


gargle is milk and water boiled with ſome figs; 


a bit of which the patient may be directed to 


keep as near as poſlible to the part affected +.

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* Much benefit has ſometimes been obſeryed 
from the ſudorific effects of a piece of thick flannel, 
moiſtened with two parts of common ſweet oil, and 
one of ſpirit of hartſhorn, or a larger portion of the 
latter, if the ſkin will bear it, applied to the throat, 
and renewed once in four or five hours, 

+ Dr. Withering informs us, that in this diſeaſe 
he has uſed emetics for many years paſt with the 
greateſt ſucceſs, If the vomit is given, he ſays, on 
the firſt or ſecond day of the diſorder, and the pa- 
tient keeps in bed a few hours afterwards, drinks 
gruel freely, and takes tartar emetic in ſmall doſes 
to promote perſpiration, he riſes perfectly cured.

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MALIGNANT, or PUTRID SORE 
THROAT. 


This diſeaſe is moſt common in autumn, and 
is highly contagious. It conſiſts in a painful 
red ſwelling of the tonſils, and mucous mem- 


. 
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If the inflammation has proceeded to ſuch a length as 
entirely to prevent deglutition, a little tartar emetic, 
we are told, repzatedly put back in the mouth, and 
ſuffered to diſſolve there, will in time excite vomit- 
ing. The doctor adds, that after the firſt diſcharge 
from the ſtomach, the patient is able to ſwallow a 
large draught of gruel, and thus to continue the ope- 
ration. The moſt urgent ſymptoms are inſtantane- 
ouſly relieved, and in a day or two, ſometimes with, 
and ſometimes without the emetic, the patient is quite 
well. If the diſorder has continued ſo long that 
matter is already formed, vomiting promotes the 
rupture of the abſceſs, and diſpels the ſurrounding 
inflammation. Dr. Withering ſubjoins, that there 
may be caſes in which blood-letting is abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary ; but he has never yet ſeen any ſuch, He 
never directed any other medicine, either internal 
or external, except an injected gargle, to promote 
the diſcharge of the viſcid mucus,

brane of the fauces, attended with ulcers, 
which are covered by white or aſh- coloured 
ſloughs, and with a putrid exanthematous fe- 
ver, difficulty of breathing and ſwallowing. It 
is chiefly incident to perſons of a relaxed habit, 
ſeizing children rather than adults, and the 
female ſex more frequently than the male. 

This ſpecies of angina. is accompanied with 
different ſymptoms in different perſons ; but in 
general the patient is affected with a great de- 
gree of languor and laſſitude, a fluttering and 
irregular flying pains over the body. Theſe 
ſymptoms are ſucceeded by giddineſs of the 


head, chillneſs and ſhivering, which are ſoon 
followed by great heat. The chillneſs and heat 


ſucceed each other alternately for ſeveral hours, 
till at length the latter becomes more conſtant 


and intenſe, and forms a principal complaint 
throughout the diſeaſe. 

The patient alſo complains of ſoreneſs and 
ſtiffneſs, rather than pain of the throat, attend- 
ed with hoarſeneſs, and ſometimes a cough

with vomiting, or purging, if not both. Vo- 
miting and purging, however, are moſt com- 
mon in children; adults frequently having nei- 
thet, and being even coſtive. 
The pulſe is generally quick, ſmall, and flut- 

tering : in ſome hard and ſmall, in others ſoft 
and full ; but always without that ſtrength and 
firmneſs which accompany inflammatory dif- 
eaſes, The diſorder, from the beginning, is 
accompanied with great reſtleſſneſs, anxiety, 
fainting, and remarkable dejection of ſpirits. 
The breath has a nauſeous offenſive ſmell, which 
at length becomes almoſt intolerable to the pa- 
tient's ſelf, 

In ſome the whole body is cedematous to ſuch 
a degree, that an impreſſion made with the fin- 
| Fer will remain. The infide of the noſtrils is 

- Inflamed and excoriated, and continually drip- 
ping a thin, corroſive, ſanious ichor, or white 
putrid matter, ſo acrid as to excoriate the lips, 
cheeks, and hands of children labouring under 
the difeaſe, and which ſometimes gives oeca- 
bon to violent gripings, dyſentery, and excori- 
tions of the anus and adjacent parts. 


This 
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This diſeaſe has no regular criſis. Some 
grow better from the very firſt day of its attack; 
but more commonly, under proper treatment, 
the diſeaſe is removed orf or before the ſeventh 
day. Some patients are carried off on the ſe- 
cond or third day, by the matter falling upon 
the lungs, and Exciting a peripneumony. 
This diſorder appears to be accompanied with 
a great debility of the nervous power, .and a 
diſſolved ſtate of the fluidsz whence the indi- 
cations of cure are, to correct the putreſcent ten- 
dency throughout the ſyſtem in general, and 
to ſtop the progreſs of putrefaction in particu- 
lar parts. | 

In this diſeaſe blood-letting is in general pre- 
judicial. Some patients indeed admit of it at 
the firſt attack without any ſenſible inconve- 
nience; but a repetition of it, even where the 
diſeaſe is mild and favourable, ſeldom fails to 
aggravate the ſymptoms. 

Purging, even with the gentleſt laxatives, is 
always found to be injurious. Coſtiveneſs may 
be obviated much better by ripe fruits, and oc- 
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caſional clyſters of the antiſeptic kind, than by 
any other cathartic medicines. 

Vomiting is one of the evacuations which 
may be ſometimes employed in this diſeaſe, 
eſpecially when a nauſea is very urgent at the 
beginning. 

Notwithſtanding the ſeptic nature of can- 
tharides, bliſters have been found uſeful in this 
complaint, by railing the pulſe, and ſupporting 
the vis vitz. | 5 

In the malignant angina, as in other putrid 
diſeaſes, the liberal uſe of wine is attended 
with great advantage. The dulcified acids, 
myrrh, camphor, and the confectio cardiaca, 
are alſo highly beneficial. But nothing proves 
more efficacious than the early uſe of the Pe- 
ruvian bark. 

Whenever a perſon is attacked with the ma- 
lignant angina, he ſhould be kept to his bed in 
a well-aired room, in order to promote a gentle 
perſpiration, which is always beneficial 3 tho? 


profuſe ſweating, like every other exceſſive eva- 
cuation, is hurtful, If the patient ſhould be 
| ſeized 
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ſeized with violent ſickneſs and vomiting, this 


ought to be encouraged by taking a few grains 


of ipecacuanha, and by drinking chamomile or 


carduus tea. Ipecacuanha is in this caſe re- 


marked to be preferable to antimonial emetics, 
as being leſs diſpoſed to run off by ſtool. 
When the emetic has finiſhed its operation, 
the ſtomach ſhould be ſettled, and a diaphore- 
ſis encouraged by a gentle ſedative draught *. 
The next ſtep in the cure is immediately to 
give the bark in large doſes, and thoſe frequent- 
ly repeated; which hardly ever fails of pro- 
curing ſpeedy relief, if the diſeaſe be taken in

pical application; and having been thrown up a few 
times, it will frequently afterwards ſtay upon the ſto- 
mach without the leaft inconvenience. If the ſtomach 
ould continue conſtantly to reject it, we muſt then 
give it in clyſters, in which form it produccs nearly 
the ſame effects as when given in the other way; but 
a double quantity of it muſt be employed.

In ſuch 
caſes it 18 an excellent method to mix the quantities 
of bark and gum Arabic, above preſcribed, with 
four ounces of new milk, which makes 0 compoſi- 
tion both nutritious and antiſeptic. 

At the ſame time we muſt endeavour to check the 
vomiting, by giving ſpintus nitri dulcis in pepper- 
mint water, or the ſaline draughts of Riverius in the 
act of efferveſcene, | 

The operation of the bark, and its eaſy digeſtion, 
may be promoted in many caſes by joining with it 
ſome aromatic remedies, particularly the confectio 


ed 
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ed with the mineral acids, particularly ſpiritus 
vitrioli tenuis, or elixir vitrioli. But the dulci- 
fied acids are always to be preferred for chil- 
dren, becauſe they have leſs tendency to co- 
agulate the milk. 

Beſides wine diluted with water for common 
drink, the patient ought frequently to take it 
pure as a cordial; and in this view a glaſs of 


good Port is preferable to officinal medicines. 


When the diarrhcea is profuſe, the wine ſhould 


be mulled with ſpices *. 

The remaining part of the indication is to 
ſtop the progreſs of putrefaction wherever it 
appears, eſpecially in the fauces and throat. 
For this purpoſe the mouth and throat muſt 


often be waſhed with acid, aſtringent, and an-

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ed to an ounce of the volatile liniment, an! 
rubbed frequently on the neck, will be ſuffi- 
cient. In the more advanced ſtages, tincture 
of the bark is a better application. Either of 
them is preferable to cataplaſms, which are 


apt to become cold, ſtiff, and uneaſy to the pa- 
tient, and therefore do much more hurt than 


good. A bliſter to the neck, in theſe circum- 


ſtances, is never to be omitted. 

Antiſeptic vapours deſerve alſo to be conſi- 
dered as remedies of great importance. The 
ſteams of myrrh and camphor, boiled in vine- 
gar and honey, are of conſiderable uſe in caſes 
of malignant angina, by facilitating reſpiration, 


and increaſing the flow of ſaliva. But they are 
farther ſerviceable in correcting the putrid qua- 
' lity of the air, which being thrown out from 


the lungs, occaſion the parts about the throat, 
fauces, and noſtrils, to be particularly affected 
with malignant ulcers. The humid vapour of 
vinegar, with honey and myrrh, or camphor, 
ſhould be drawn into the mouth of the ſick, as 


often as they can conveniently do it. 


For

For guarding againſt the effects of ſo putrid 


2 contagion, it is alſo proper that the acid air 
or ſpirit of ſea-ſalt ſhould be kept riſing con- 
ſtantly in the room, by pouring oil of vitriol 
once or twice a day on ſea ſalt placed in a con- 
venient veſſel. 

Moderate warmth, eſpecially in winter, is 
particularly neceſſary. 'The- patients ſhould 
therefore always be confined to their chamber; 
and in admitting freſh air by the windows, care 
muſt be taken not to check perſpiration, which 
is ſo highly beneficial in this diſeaſe. It is pro- 
per, however, that freſh air ſhould be admitted, 
ſo far as is conſiſtent with moderate warmth 
and that as many growing vegetables be plac- 
ed in the room as it will conveniently hold. 

The malignant angina, cſpecially after re- 
peated attacks, ſometimes leaves a tendency to- 
conſumption; in which caſes riding and a milk 
diet are the beſt remedies. It often happens 
that tumours in the glands and throat remain 
after this diſeaſe. Sometimes the abdomen 
ſwells, and the patient is ſubject to painful 
gripings, which probably ariſe from, or are ac- 

companied 
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companied with an infarCtion of the lymphatic 


glands in the abdomen. 
Theſe complaints will generally yield to fric- 
tion, ſtrengthening bitters, and the bark. Ac- 


tive purgatives are in theſe circumſtances al- 
ways pernicious, and the gentleſt laxatives on- 
ly are admiſſible. Five or fix grains of rhubarb, 
with the ſame quantity of ſal polychreſt, given 
once a day, and continued for ſome time, with 
the uſe of a ſimple chalybeate water, have been 


found very ſerviceable in removing thoſe relics 
of the diſeaſe. 


SUF- 
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SUFFOCATIO STRIDULA, or the 
 CROUP. 


This diſeaſe is peculiar to children from the 
time they are weaned till twelve years old, and 
in certain ſeaſons of the year, viz. from Octo- 
ber to March. Its characteriſtic ſymptoms are, 
a ſhrill voice, quick, laborious breathing, the 
pulſe frequent and ſtrong at firſt, but weak 
towards the end of the diſeaſe, hardly any dif- 
ficulty of deglutition, or remarkable inſlamma- 
tion of the fauces, a dull pain, and ſometimes 
external ſwelling at the upper part of the tra- 
chea, with the ſenſes diſtinct to the laſt. The 
diſeaſe is the more dangerous, as, though ex- 
tremely rapid in its progreſs, it gives no alarm 
till death is near at hand. 

By ſome this diſeaſe is conſidered as entirely 
ſpaſmodic, and ſaid to have been ſucceſsfully 
cured by the uſe of aſſafœtida. Others, how- 


ever, regarding it as inflammatory, adviſe blood- 
| letting, 
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letting, both general and topical; vomiting, 
upon the firſt attack of the diſeaſe, immediate- 
ly after venæſection; bliſtering near the part 
affected; and the frequent uſe of laxative 
clyſters.

PLEURISY and PERIPNEUMONY. 


The pleuriſy and peripneumony ought to be 
conſidered as one diſeaſe; in which the lungs 
are always inflamed, and often without the 

pleura; but the latter never alone. 

The grand remedy is blood-letting, which 
ought to be freely uſed during the firſt three 
or four days of the diſeaſe, provided there be 
no ſpitting. But if the latter begins, venæ- 
ſection muſt either be entirely omitted, or ſo 
moderated as to relieve the breaſt, without im- 
pairing the ſtrength, or checking the expecto- 
ration. 


Immediately 
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Immediately after blood-letting, if there be 
only a general oppreſſion of the cheſt, apply a 
large bliſter between the ſhoulders; and after- 
wards, if the complaint prove obſtinate, ſuc- 
ceſhvely to each of the ſides. But if, inſtead 
of a general oppreſſion, there be a local pain, 
apply the bliſter directly to the part affected. 

If, after bliſtering, a ſweat does not come 
on, accompanied with a relief from pain, it 
will be more ſecure to repeat the blooding. 

Bliſters, when applied either to the cheſt or 
the extremities, tend to relieve the peripneu- 
monic oppreſhon, and promote expectoration; 
whereas blood-letting muſt be cautiouſly, if at 


all, uſed after the ſpitting appears. 

The degree of oppreſſion, or pain, and of the 
patient's ſtrength, are here particularly the 
great moderators of venæſection, which ought 
to be ſo regulated, that while we endeavour to 
relieve the two firſt, we may not too much 
impair the latter, and thereby ſuppreſs expec- 
toration, which is the natural crifis of the diſ- 


eaſe. To prevent the lungs from being over- 
E powered 
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powered with blood, on one hand, and on the 
other to ſupport the expectoration, are the 
rules by which to aſcertain the expediency of 
drawing more blood; but bliſters are always 


ſeaſonable, whether for raiſing the pulſe, or re- 
lieving the breaſt. 

Not only during the height of the inflamma- 
tion, but throughout the whole ſtage of expec- 
toration, the patient ought to take frequently 
a ſmall tea-cupful of a pectoral infuſion *® warm; 
and once in five or ſix hogxs, ſome ſpoonfuls of 


an oily mixture +.

While the pulſe continues hard, or the breath- 
ing difficult, or when watchfulneſs proceeds 
from the fever, opiates do harm. But when 
the fever has ceaſed, and ſleep is prevented on- 
ly by a thin rheum falling on the fauces, or 
lungs, opiates, eſpectally if joined to ſquills, 
not only afford rcit, but promote expectora- 
tion. 

In the advanced ſtate of theſe inflammations, 
when the paticnt has been brought low by 
blooding, whilſt ſome difficulty of breathing 
and cough remain, with a ſenſible increaſe of 
fever at night, a remillion in the day, and a 
breaking in the water, the decoction of the 
bark, except in the height of the paroxyſms, 
has been ſucceſsfully adminiſtered.

HOOPING-COUGH, or CHIN-COUGH. 


Various opinions have been formed concern- 
ing the ſeat of this diſeaſe. Some have ſup- 
poſed it to be in the lungs, ſome in the ſtomach, 
and ſome in both ; while others have contend- 
ed that it is in the head of the windpipe, or of 
the gullet; and another writer, that it proceeds 
from an affection of the inteſtinal canal. 

The moſt uſeful medicine in this diſeaſe, 
however, is the Peruvian bark, with ſome 
grains of caſtor. A bliſter to the neck is alſo 
frequently of great benefit. Blood- letting is 
ſeldom requiſite; but a gentle puke, and keep- 
ing the body open by magneſia, or ſome other 
| | laxative, 
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laxative, are of great advantage ; as is likewiſe 
the promoting of perſpiration by ſome mild 
diaphoretic, ſuch as the pulv. contrayervæ com- 
poſitus “. 


* Good effects have been experienced from the 
following antimonial medicine, which, though not 
a certain cure in all caſes, appears to be as uſeful a 
remedy in this diſtemper as any we are yet acquaint» 
ed with, ;

The intention of the teſtaceous powder in this 
caſe, is chiefly to make the emetic tartar diviſible 
into very ſmall doſes with preciſion and without dif- 
ficulty. One grain, one grain and a half, or two 
grains of this compoſition may be added to five or 
fix of any teſtaceous powder, and given in a ſmall 
ſpoonful of milk and water, in the forenoon, be- 
tween breakfaſt and dinner, to a child of a year 
old. 

The extract of hemlock has alſo been recommend · 
ed in this diſeaſe. 
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HA MOPT OE. 


In a hæmoptoe, when the pulſe is full and 
hard, the latter of which circumſtances almoſt 
always exiſts, more or leſs, in this complaint, 
blood- letting is neceſſary, and ought to be re- 


peated as the ſtate of the patient may require. 
Frequent doſes of nitre are found to be high- 


ly advantageous in this complaint '. 

When the cough is very troubleſome, a 
{mall opiate, frequently exhibited, is ne- 
ceſſary. A cool regimen, with quiet both of 
body and mind, are alſo advantageous during 
the continuance of the diſeaſe.

COUGH 
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COUGH and CONSUMPTION. 


A recent cough from cold being of an in- 
flammatory nature, the principal remedy is 
blood-letting, with a low diet. But the com- 
plaint may be generally cured without venæ- 
ſection, by inhaling into the lungs the ſteams 
of water, and abating the cough by the uſe of 
demulcent medicines and opiates. But when 
the cough is of long ſtanding, oily_ medicines 
do harm by their relaxing quality. 

In a dry huſky cough, ariſing from incipient 
tubercles of the lungs, before they have ad- 
vanced to ſuppuration, next to occaſional blood- 
ings, temperance, and cooling medicines, the 
greateſt benefit is found to ariſe from large ſca- 


pulary iſſues*, aſſiſted by a vegetable diet and 


* 


aſſes milk. 


* Mr. Mudge mentions a cure performed by an 
iſſue of between two and three inches diameter, 


and which afterwards held between forty and fifty 


peas,

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In older and more ſtubborn coughs, or in the 
firſt ſtage of a conſumption, when the patient 
complains of pains of the ſide, conſtriction at 
the breaſt, or of hot and reſtleſs nights, the 
cure is to be attempted by ſmall, but repeated 
bloodings, iſſues, or ſetons, with a low and 
cooling diet. In particular, a ſeton put into 
the ſide, upon the part moſt affected, is high- 
ly advantageous. 

There can be very little hope of performing a 
cure when the patient is naturally weak, or 
ſcrophulous, or has been long in a decay. 

In the advanced ſtate of a conſumption, there 
are two ſorts of cough; one from the lungs, 
and the other cauſed by a thin rheum falling 
upon the fauces and trachea. The former can 
ceaſe only with the original diſeaſe, the cure 
of which muſt be almoſt entirely the work of 
nature; but the latter may be palliated by in- 
craſſants. 

When from a weakneſs of the habit a con- 
ſumption is threatened, the bark is of great ad- 


vantage.

INFLAMMATION of the MEDIASTINUM, 
. STOMACH, and LIVER. 


Some peculiar ſymptoms are aſcribed to thoſe 
diſorders reſpectively ; ſuch as in the inflam- 
mation of the mediaſtinum, the riſus Sardoni- 
cus; in that of the ſtomach, an inceſſant vo- 
miting; and in the inflammation of the liver, 
a hiccup. But the limits within which thoſe 
ſymptoms may prevail, ſeem not to be defined 
with any degree of preciſion; and ſuch is the 
mutual ſympathy between thoſe ſeveral parts, 
that generally a violent affection of any one of 
them is, more or leſs, propagated to the others, 
We muſt therefore be content with drawing 


our diagnoſtic from the apparent ſeat of the 
diſorder, and the general ſigns of inflammation 


with which it is accompanied. 
In all thoſe inflammations large blooding is 
neceſſary, and ought to be repeated according 
" 
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to the urgency of the ſymptoms. Emollient 
clyſters ſhould be frequently adminiſtered, and 
a large bliſter be applied as near as poſſible to 
the part affected. If the ſtomach can retain 
any medicines, antiphlogiſtic remedics are to 


be given, 


COLIC. 


The colic is a pain ariſing either from a diſ- 
tention, or ſpaſmodic conſtriction of the in- 
teſtines, and is generally diſtinguiſhed into two 
kinds, viz. the bilious, and flatulent. 

The bilious colic is moſt frequent in ſummer. 
It commonly begins with a vomiting of yellow, 
_ greeniſh matter, of a bitteriſh taſte. Some- 
times the pain is confined to the region of the 
navel, but at other times extends all over the 
belly. The urinary diſcharge is either ſup- 
preſſed, or greatly diminiſhed. The diſeaſe 
proceeds with thirſt, fever, and coſtiveneſs, 
ſometimes terminating in the iliac paſſion ; and

is frequently attended with a hoarſeneſs thro? 


the whole of its progreſs. 

In the flatulent colic, which is attended with 
borborygmi, or a grumbling of the bowels, the 
pain is wandering, and abates when the air 1s 
ſet free. When this complaint is violent it in- 
duces vomiting, and ſymptoms which reſemble 
the gravel; in which circumſtance it acquires 
the name of the ſtone colic. It may however 
be diſtinguiſhed from the gravel by this crite- 
rion, that the pain of the colic increaſes after 
eating, whereas in the gravel it always abates 
beſides that in the former there is no ſediment 
in the urine. 

In all colics, where the pain is violent, and 
accompanied with a fulneſs of the pulſe, blood- 


letting is neceſſary. The ſtomach may then be 
waſhed with chamomile tea ; and an emollient 


clyſter be afterwards adminiſtered ; to the latter 
of which, if the colic be flatulent, ſome carmi- 


native ought to be joined. 


| The 
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The next object of attention is to procure 
a paſſage downwards *. 

Flannel cloths, wrung out of a decoction of 
chamomile flowers and juniper berries, and ap- 


plied warm to the belly, are frequently of great 
benefit. 


COLICA PICTONUM, or COLIC of 
POITOU, 


This diſeaſe is known alſo by the name of 
| the endemial colic of Devonſhire, and, accord- 
ing to'the moſt general opinion, is occaſioned 
by lead being introduced into the body. It be- 
gins with a ſenſation of weight or pain at the 
pit of the ſtomach, attended with loſs of ap- 


petite, yellowneſs in the countenance, a ſlight

For this purpoſe a purge and opiate are advan- 
tageouſly joined together; a grain of the extractum 
Thebaicum being added to the full doſe of the ca- 
thartic,

degree of ſickneſs, and coſtiveneſs. The pain 
gradually increaſing, ſoon becomes violent and 


continual. The ſickneſs advances nearly in the 
ſame proportion, and by the ſecond day of the 
diſeaſe, reachings are ſucceeded by frequent 
yomitings of a very acrid ſlime, and porrace- 
ous bile. Sometimes the pain will deſcend to 
the region of the navel, and ſhoot thence to 
each ſide with extreme violence. It will alſo 
dart into the back and loins; and paſſing down 
to the bladder, in the direction of the ureters, 
will reſemble a fit of the ſtone. Sometimes it 
ſhoots into the ſcrotum, groins, thighs, and 
legs; or mounting into the breaſt, ſhoulders, 
or arms, reſembles a violent fit of the rheuma- 
tiſm; always leaving ſo great a degree of ſore- 
neſs in the external muſcles, that the weight 
of the bed-cloaths, or the ſlighteſt touch of the 
finger, is painful. 

This diſorder is not preceded by chillneſs, 
nor often attended with fever at the beginning. 
Towards the end of the diſcaſe there is gene- 

rally 
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rally a pain round the edges of the feet, and 
at the end of all the toes, which are frequently 
red and ſwollen, and in appearance gouty. 

Though the diforder be moderate, it can ſel- 
dom be removed in leſs than ſour, five, or ſix 
days, and it will ſometimes require even a 
longer period; but if it is neglected, ill treated, 
or violent, it will laſt weeks, or even months, 
with now and then a truce for a few days, and 
terminates at laſt in a peculiar ſpecies of palſy 
of the upper extremities; or deafneſs, blind- 
neſs, delirium, and, epileptic fits coming on, in 
death. 

As ſoon as the complaint is aſcertained, the 
patient ſhould be ordered to drink half a pint 
of warm chamomile tea, which will preſently be 
vomited up, with ſome of the acrid contents 
of the ſtomach. After the ſtomach has been 
walhed in this manner two or three times, and 
ſome little relief has thence been procured, 
twenty drops of tinctura Thebaica in an ounce 


of water, or a grain of opium in a pill, ſhould 
be 
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be directed to be taken immediately, and to be 
repeated every two or three hours, till the pain 
is abated, or the patient is laid aſleep. If he 
wakes ſome hours after, complaining of pain 
and ſickneſs, as he probably will, the chamo- 
mile-tea and opium mult be repeated as before. 
After twenty-four hours treatment in this 
manner, the pain will ſometimes be conſider- 
ably abated, or a ſhort truce will ſucceed, and 
the patient find himſelf diſpoſed to eat. This 
interval ſhould be employed in giving ſome pro- 
per ſuſtenance, which ought not to be ſtronger 
than weak chicken broth or panada, nor ſhould 
it be much in quantity; for if the ſtomach is 
oppreſſed, the fickneſs will return the ſooner, 
and all the ſymptoms will be aggravated. But 
whether any food is taken or no, the colic will 
return, and the ſame method of cure muſt be 
purſued from day to day, not only till the pain 
is removed, but till the tenſion of the abdomen 
ſubſides, and ſuch ſymptoms appear as ſhew 
that the diſeaſe is near its termination. 
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Theſe are not to be expected till the third, 
fourth, or fifth day from the beginning of the 
cure, ſometimes much later. Purging medi- 
eines ſhould now be given; and in this ſtate 
of the diſeaſe, the gentleſt have been found the 


moſt efficacious. Stools may be procured with 
more eaſe, and in leſs time, by two drachms 
of cathartic ſalt diſſolved in warm water, or in- 
fuſion of ſena, and taken every two hours, than 
by any draſtic purge whatever *. | 

In general, the purging muſt be continued 
till the bowels are emptied, and the patient 1s 
free from all uneaſineſs in them. 


| If, after the purging, the pain returns to the 
region of the navel, or the pit of the ſtomach,

purging medicines muſt be laid aſide, and re- 
courſe be had again to opium.

But if the purging is continued, notwithſtand- 
ing the return of the pain, the ſymptoms will 
be aggravated, and the diſorder protracted.

of olives, and forty drops of tinctura Thebaica 
ſhould be injected; which will ſometimes prove 
more effeCtual than twice the quantity by the 
mouth ; and, if the pain return, the clyſter 
ought to be repeated. 

No great dependenceis here to be laid upon ex- 
ternal applications; and the ſoreneſs of the muſ- 
cles renders them frequently very inconvenient. 
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When this diſorder is removed, coſtiveneſs 
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is very apt to ſucceed; and ſo long as it laſts, 
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whether it be months or years, the patient is 
in danger of a relapſe. To prevent this effect, 
the daily uſe of the cathartic falt, or cream of 
tartar, as à laxative, ſhould be preſcribed. 


When thoſe means have failed to remove the 
coſtiveneſs, great beneſit has been experienced 
from the uſe of the Bath waters; and even 


when the bowels have not particularly wanted 
their aſſiſtance, they ſeemed to recruit the de- 
bilitated patient more than any other means. 
For the prevention of this colic in lead 
miners, it is adviſable for them always to take 
2 glaſs of ſallad oil, and a little brandy, 3 
before they go to work.

INFLAMMATION of the BOWELS, 
or ILIAC PASSION. 


This diſeaſe is generally attended with a 
high fever“, tenſion and pain of the bowels, 
obſtinate coſtiveneſs, an oppreſſion at the ſto- 
mach, and ſometimes a total inverſion of the 
periſtaltic motion of the inteſtines. 

Venzſection muſt here be freely performed, 
and repeated as long as the violence of the 


{ſymptoms remains, or the patient's ſtrength 
will permit. Immediately afterwards a large

* There are ſome caſes of the Ileus in which the 
fever is ſcarcely perceptible, the patient feels little 
pain, there is no vomiting, and the coſtiveneſs is 
not extreme. In ſuch circumſtances, the only pre- 
ſages of danger are to be taken from the tenſion of 
the belly, and a dull pain upon prefling it; trom 
the lowneſs and inequality of the pulſe, and trom a 


change in the countenance, 
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bliſter ſhould be applied over the part of the 
belly chiefly affected. 

Next to blooding, the principal part of 
the cure depends upon opening the body; 
which is found to be beſt effected by purges 
of the lenient kind“; their operation be- 
ing at the ſame time aſſiſted by looſening 


clyſters +.

When the ſtomach is ſo much diſordered as 
to throw up the laxatives, it may then be pro- 
per to join ſome opium to a ſtimulating purge +.

of ſome other laxative, as is ſufficient to open 
the body freely till the hazard of a relapſe is 
paſt. 

For reſtraining the vomiting, the medicine 
chiefly recommended is the faline draughts, 
taken in the act of efferveſcence, and fre- 
quently repeated. |

About twelve hours af- 
terwards the operation of the purge may be pro- 
moted by the ſolution of the ſalt; and in a few 
hours more, ſtill continuing the ſolution, the clyſter 


ſhould be repeated. 
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CHOLERA MORBUS. 


This diſeaſe conſiſts in a diſcharge of bile 
both upwards and downwards, accompanied 
with ſharp pains, and ſometimes an inflation 
of the belly, a quick and unequal pulſe, cald 
ſweats, and a coldneſs of the extremities. 

The cure conſiſts in plentifully diluting the 
vitiated humours in the firſt paſſages with ſome 
demulcent liquor, ſuch as chicken broth, and 
encouraging their diſcharge. If, notwithſtand- 
ing the peccant humours appear to be evacuat- 


ed, the vomiting ſhould continue, it may ſome- 


times be reſtrained by drinking water, in which 
oat-bread, toaſted brown, has been infuſed. 


But if this fails, we muſt proceed to the uſe 
of opiates, which may be ſafely adminiſtered, 


after the firſt paſſages have been cleanſed.

DIARRHOEA 


When a diarrhoea happens in conſequence of 
an accumulation of vitiated humours in the firſt 
paſſages, it ought not to be ſtopt before they 
have been diſcharged; neither ſhould it be pre- 
maturely reſtrained when it is the conſequence 
of ſome previous indiſpoſition. But if it proves 
ſo violent, or continues ſo long as to weaken 
the patient, we may then proceed to check it by 
opiate and reſtringent medicines; firſt admini- 
ſtering ſome rhubarb, and, if there be any 
complaint at the ſtomach, a gentle vomit. 

The diet ſhould conſiſt of rice, ſago, &c. 
ſeaſoned with cinnamon or mace; and for com- 
mon drink, the patient may uſe decoctum al- 


bum. 
When the diarrhoea proceeds from catching 
cold, the perſpiration ought to be immediately 
reſtored ; when from worms, anthelmintics 
' ſhould be adminiſtered; and in general, the 
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method of cure be adapted to the particular 
cauſe of irritation. 


DTS ENTER. 


Beſides alternate ſenſations of heat and cold, 
laſſitude, loſs of appetite, and other feveriſh 
ſymptoms, the pathognomonic ſigns of a dy- 
ſentery are a diſorder at the ſtomach, and wind 


in the bowels ; ſmall, but frequent ſtools of a 


ſlimy and frothy matter, a teneſmus and gripes. 
Blood mixed with the fæces is a common, but 


not a conſtant ſymptom, and may exiſt without 


a dyſentery. An ulceration of the bowels is 


accidental, and not eſſential to the diſeaſe. 
When the diſorder is recent, the patient's 
ſtrength not much impaired, and there is a ful- 
neſs of blood, with a feveriſhneſs, moderate 
venæſection may be uſed with advantage. 


The firſt paſſages are afterwards to be cleared 


by ſmall doſes of ipecacuanhe, with a grain of 


emetic

emetic tartar, and by purgatives * after the 
latter of which may be given an opiate. 

As long as the gripes (the eſſential ſymptom

JAUNDICE, and STONE in the GALL- 
| BLADDER. 


The jaundice is known from the yellowneſs 
of the countenance, particularly the white of 
the eyes; and is generally cured by emetics and 
purgatives, with the uſe of the lixivial ſalts. 

'The exiſtence of a ſtone in the gall-bladder, 
or biliary ducts, may be ſuſpected from a fixt 


pain in the region of the liver, which is fre- 
quently, but not always, ſucceeded by the 


Jaundice. 

In this complaint blood · letting is ſuppoſed to 
be of little uſe, and may therefore be omitted, 
as occaſioning an unneceſſary waſte of ſtrength. 
The

The pain can only be mitigated by opium, 
which ought therefore to be given in a large 


doſe, and frequently repeated. 
When the patient has not naturally a romit- 


ing, it 1s often found of advantage, as ſoon as 


the intenſeneſs of the pain is alleviated, to give 


an emetic; the concuſhon produced by which 
may either force the ſtone back into the cyſtis, 
or forward into the duodenum, and thereby 
effect either a temporary relief, or a permanent 
cure. But to excite a vomiting being much 
more eaſy than to ſtop it, in this complaint, it 
is proper to give an opiate after a moderate 
number of ſtrains has been procured. 

Similar good effects may be expected from 
purging medicines, by their increaſing the na- 
tural motion of the inteſtines, and ſoliciting a 
greater flow of bile. The purges beſt adapted 
to this purpoſe are thoſe which act with the 
moiſt eaſe, and may be continued with the 
greateſt ſafety ; ſuch as ſea-water, the water of 
many purging ſprings, and alſo many of the 
neutral ſalts, diſſolved either in water, or, if it 

can

can be borne, in a weak infuſion of ſome bitter 
vegetable ſubſtance. Theſe may be taken for 
ſeveral months, either every day, or every 
other day, without palling the appetite, or ex- 


hauſting the ſtrength or ſpirits. 
The jaundice of infants ſoon yields to a few 


purging medicines. 

If it happens that the jaundice is of itſelf 
attended with a purging, there may be no- 
thing farther neceſſary, than by gentle means to 
prevent its being exceſſive, and at the ſame 
time to ſtrengthen the ſtomach by proper bit-

The itching is often ſo extremely trouble - 
ſome, as to require opium; without the help 

of which it would be impoſſible to procure

| In a ſimple jaundice, though there be no k 


apparent diſorder of the liver, or other viſcera, 
a hiccup will ſometimes ſupervene, but with- 


out denoting any preſent or future miſchief.

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In this diſeaſe, likewiſe, ſtrong fits of ſhiver- 


ing ſometimes happen, which will continue 
during an hour, and return every day, for two 
or three times, without being followed by any 
other complaint. 

Thoſe who have once had this diſtemper are 
very liable to returns of it; not only becauſe 
other gall-ſtones are likely to be generated by 
the ſame cauſes which formed the firſt, but be- 
cauſe a fit of the jaundice is frequently termi- 
nated, not by the paſſing of the ſtone into the 
duodenum, but by its falling back into the 
cyſtis; at its paſſing out of which it occaſions 
a freſh fit. 

It is not uncommon in this malady, to have 
all ſolid food taſte bitter; and ſometimes, but 
leſs frequently, the fame 1s true of liquids. 

The milk of icteric women, who ſuckle chil- 
dren, 1s not tainted with the bile, either in its 


colour or taſte. 
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TIMEANITES. 


This diſorder, ariſing generally from a flatu- 
lent diſtenſion of the colon, ſometimes ſuc- 
ceeds the unſeaſonable uſe of opiates in the 
dyſentery, or of the bark in intermittents. 

If the diſorder be accompanied with any de- 
gree of fever, it is proper to begin the cure 


with blooding, and the ſaline draughts; but 


if no fever attend, the ſpecies aromaticæ, in 
chamomile tea, may be taken to the quantity 
of ſome cupfuls in the day. 

Whether with or without fever, it is proper 
to give daily ſome grains of rhubarb; which, 
in the former caſe, may be taken with the ſa- 


line draughts, or, in the latter, at bed - time. 


All ſtrong purging medicines, and carmina- 


tives without laxatives, are hurtful. 


When the ſwelling ſubſides, if the patient 


has no ſymptoms of fever, the tone of the 
bowels

bowels ſhould be reſtored by ſtrengthening re- 


medies, without omitting the occaſional repe- 


tition of rhubarb. 


STONE, or GRAVEL in the EIDNEYS, 
or URETERS. 


This diſorder is accompanied with a pain in 
the region of the loins, frequently with vomit- 
ing, and ſometimes with bloody urine. 

If the patient be plethoric, or a feveriſhneſs 
attends, blood-letting is neceſſary; after which 
emollient injections ſhould be frequently given. 
The ſemicupium, or warm bath, is alſo of great 
advantage. 

The internal remedies are oily, lubricating 


medicines *, and opiates when the pain is 


violent.

S TRANG UART. 


The ſtrangury may proceed from a variety 
of cauſes, ſuch as a ſtone in the bladder, an 


inflammation, or tumor in the neck of the 


bladder, or in the urethra, an acrimony of 


urine, &c. In proſecuting the cure, regard 


mult therefore be had to the particular cauſe. 


HE AD-A CH. 


The cauſe of this diſorder may be either in 


the head or the ſtomach. When the former is 


the caſe, the complaint generally arifes from 


cold, and is to be cured by promoting perſpi- 


ration, and making a derivation from the part 


affected. If the pain be periodical, it may gene- 


rally be removed by the bark; but if continual, 


and

and of long ſtanding, nervous medicines will 


often ſucceed, unleſs the diforder ariſe from 
the lues venerea; when it can be cured only by 
extirpating the original diſeaſe. If the pain be 
thought to proceed from the ſtomach, an eme- 
tic ſhould be adminiſtered; and afterwards, if 


digeſtion be weak, ſtomachic medicines. 


HEMICRANIA. 


The hemicrania, as its name imports, con- 
ſiſts in a pain of one ſide of the head, fre- 


quently affecting the eyes with tenderneſs and 
inſſammation. During the paroxyſm, the pain 
is for the moſt part exceedingly violent, but has 
generally periodical intermiſſions. 

In this diſorder, it has been obſerved that 
blood- letting frequently gave relief in ſpring, 


but never in autumn. A vomit always mode- 


rated the ſucceeding fit, but a purge increaſed 


it, unleſs an anodyne was given after. 'The 
* 3 BW bark 
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bark has ſometimes proved advantageous; as 
has likewiſe an infuſion of chamomile flowers, 
with elixir of vitriol. Leeches on the temples, 
and bliſters behind the ears, frequently afford 


relief *. 
VERTIGO. 


In this complaint, which is attended with a 
dimneſs of ſight, and commonly a general 
weakneſs, all objects appear to move in a cir- 
cular direction. 


The following electary has ſucceeded in a 
great number of caſes; care being taken to vary 


the ingredients, or the proportion of them, accord- 


ding to the ſeaſon of the year, the age, habit, and 
other circumſtances of the paticnt.

In general, all nervous medicines, and the 
Peruvian bark, are of advantage in this diſeaſe. 


HYDROCEPHALUS INTERNUS, or 
DROPSY of the BRAIN. 


This diſorder 1s moſt incident to children, 
though it has ſometimes been obſerved in 
adults. Many of the ſymptoms are fo com- 
mon to worm-caſes, teething, and other irri- 
tating cauſes, that it 1s difficult to fix upon 
any which particularly characteriſe the diſeaſe. 
The moſt peculiar ſeem to be the pains in the 


limbs, with fickneſs and inceſſant head-ach, 
G 3 which, 


rr 
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which, though ae in other diſeaſes of 
children, are neither ſo uniformly nor ſo con- 
ſtantly attendant as in this. Another circum- 
ſtance obſerved to be familiar, if not peculiar 
to this diſtemper, is, that the patients are not 
only coſtive, but it is with the greateſt diffi- 
culty that ſtools can be procured. Theſe are 


generally of a very dark greeniſh colour, with 
an oilineſs, or a glaſſy bile, rather than the 


ſlime which accompanies worms; and they are 
for the moſt part extremely offenſive. In com- 
plaints ariſing from worms, and in dentition, 


ſpaſms are more frequent than in this diſorder. 
When the hydrocephalus internus proceeds 
from the rupture of a lymphatic veſſel in the 
brain, which ſome ſuppoſe to be the proximate 
cauſe of the diſeaſe, it cannot admit of a cure. 
But as its ſymptoms are ſo ſimilar to thoſe ex- 
cited by worms, in many caſes, and it may 
therefore often not be an idiopathic, but a | 
ſymptomatic diſorder, the moſt effectual means | 
of alleviating the complaint will be to make 
uſe of anthelmintic medicines, and ſuch other 


remedies 
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remedies as may free the bowels from any 1r- 


ritating cauſe *. 

Beſides thoſe remedies, anthelmintics may 
be adminiſtered in clyſters F Small doſes of 
anodynes may alſo be given occaſionally. All 
heating medicines, however, ſeem to increaſe 
the diſeaſe, as does alſo much warmth in the 


room.

* For this purpoſe three or four grains of calo- 
mel, or more, according to the age and habit of bo- 
dy of the patient, with rhubarb, and the pulvis e 
ſcammon. comp. may be given.

If the diſorder actually proceeds from worms, it 
is uſually ſoon abated by this courſe, and in the end 
eſſectually cured; but if the ſymptoms ſtill con- 
tinue, there is room for an unfavourable prognoſ- 


tic. 
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LOCKED JAW. 


The locked jaw is moſt frequent in hot cli- 
mates, where.it 1s often the conſequence of 
amputation, or ſometimes even of a ſlight 
wound. In conſiſts in a violent ſpaſm of the 
muſcles of the jaw, and 1s cured principally by 
large doſes of opium, with which muſk is ſome- 


times joined, anodyne embrocations, and the 


warm bath. 
The drawing of electrical ſparks from the 


adjacent parts has been found of great advan- 


tage in this diſeaſe “.

* Of near affinity to the locked jaw are the two 
other ſpaſmodic diſorders, the opiſthotonos and te- 
ranus; in which, beſides opiates and the warm 
bath, clyſters prepared with a decoction of chamo. 
mile flowers, mallows, &c. and a large proportion 
of oil, ought to be frequently injected. A bladder 
half filled with warm water, and tied cloſe, ſhould 


always be kept on the pit of the ſlomach, when the

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APOPLERXY. 


An apoplexy conſiſts in a ſudden aboli- 
tion of all ſenſe and motion, except of the 
heart and lungs. The fit is commonly pre- 
ceded by a dizzineſs or head-ach. If the 
perſon be of a ſanguine habit, the face be- 
comes red, the eyes ſwell and ſparkle; the 
breathing is difficult, accompanied with a. 
ſtertor; the pulſe at firſt beats quick and 
ſtrong, and afterwards becomes languid and 


ſlow. There is often an involuntary diſcharge 


patient is in bed; and the rigid parts, ſo far as they 
can be come at, ſhould frequently be bathed with 
warm oil of mucilages, to which is added ſome opi- 
um, with gentle and continued friction. 

During the ſeverity of the diſeaſe, the ſick may 
drink a decoction of figs, liquorice, and ſennel- ſeeds, 
ſage tea, very weak wine whey, or any ſuch mild 
diaphoretic liquid; and for nouriſhment may be gi- 
yen thin gruel, panada, or weak broth, 


by 
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by ſtool or urine, and ſometimes the patient 
foams at the mouth. 

This diforder, according to the particular 
conſtitution of the perſon whom it attacks, is 
diſtinguiſhed into three ſpecies, viz. the ſan- 
guineous, the pituitous, and the ſpaſmodic. 
The firſt is occaſioned by the blood compreſſing 
the brain, or by a rupture of a veſſel; the ſe- 
cond by a collection of pituitous or ſerous hu- 
mours in the ventricles and membranes of the 
brain; and the laſt from ſpaſmodic conſtric- 
tion. 

In this dangerous diſorder the ſpeedieit relief 
is neceſſary, but the means of removing the op- 
preſſion of the brain are different in the ſangui- 


- neous and ſerous apoplexy; the former requir- 


ing large venæſection, which may firſt be per- 
formed in the arm, and afterwards in the jugu- 
lar; but the latter not admitting of this evacua- 
tion, or at leaſt in a moderate degree. Cup- 
ping, however, which is alſo proper in the ſan- 


guineous, may lometimes be uſeful in the ſe- 


rous kind. 
A ſti-

A ſtimulating clyſter ſhould then be given, 


and afterwards a briſk vomit. 

Bliſters alſo are highly uſeful in the ſerous 
apoplexy. 

For preventing a return of the diſorder, the 
perſon ought to avoid intemperance, particular- 
ly a heavy meal at night. A ſeton between the 
ſhoulders is a beneficial prophylactic; as is like- 
wiſe, in groſs conſtitutions, the free uſe of horſe- 
radith, and muſtard ſced. 


EPILEPSY. 


The epilepſy is attended with a deprivation 
of ſenſe, and with a violent contraction or agi- 
tation of all, or many parts of the body. Some- 
times the diſorder attacks ſuddenly, without 
any previous ſign of its approach; but for the 
molt part it is preceded by a paleneſs of the 
countenance, a languid pulſe, head-ach, ſtupor, 
and drowzineſs. Beſides violent diſtortions the 


fit is accompanied with a gnaſhing of the teeth, 
| | toaming 
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foaming at the mouth, and often with an invo- 
luntary diſcharge by ſtool or urine. 

If the pulſe be full the patient ought to be 
blooded. A vomit ſhould afterwards be given, 
and the belly kept open. 

As the diſorder may proceed from a variety 
of cauſes, ſuch as worms, a ſuppreſſion of the 
menſtrual diſcharge, a fright, hard drinking, 
and other errors in the non-naturals, the cure 
muſt be proſecuted according to the particular 
indication. In general, however, nervous me- 
dicines, and the Peruvian bark, are ſervice- 


able. 


HY S- 
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HYSTERIC PASSION, and HYPOCHON- 
| DRIAC DISEASE. 


This diſeaſe, which proceeds from a ſenſibi- 
lity of the nervous ſyſtem, is ſo exceedingly 
complex, ſo anomalous in its appearances, and 
ſo various in different perſons, as hardly to be 
comprehended under any preciſe deſcription. 
Its characteriſtic ſigns are principally limpid 
urine, the ſenſe of ſuffocation, and a pain in 
the back; with a preceding coldneſs in the ex- 
ternal parts and a great lowneſs of ſpirits, in 
thoſe who are ſubject to it. 

The hyſteric paſſion, though it ſometimes 
reſembles the ſyncope, yet differs from it in ſe- 
veral circumſtances. One. is, that the face is red- 
der and more tumid in the hyſteric paſlion than 
in the ſyncope; another, that the ceſſation of 
the pulſe is greater and more entire in the for- 
mer than in the latter; and a third, that the 

ceſſation 
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19 
ceſſation of the pulſe 1s alſo longer in the hyſ- 
teric paſſion than in the ſyncope. 

There is yet a more obvious difference be- 


tween the hyſteric paroxyſm and apoplexy. In 
the latter the pulſe and reſpiration do not ceaſe; 


but they either really or apparently ceaſe in a 


violent hyſteric fit. 


The hyſteric paroxyſm may be diſtinguiſhed 
from the epilepſy by the ſame criterion, as it 
may likewiſe by another circumſtance, which 
is, that in the epilepſy, the patient foams at 
the mouth; an accident which is never obſerv- 
ed in the former complaint. 

In an hyſteric paroxyſm, when the convulſive 
motions are violent, and the perſon of a ple- 
thoric conſtitution, we ought immediately to 


draw blood. 
Faetid medicines, and volatile ſalts, ſhould 


be applied to the noſtrils, either in a liquid or 


ſolid form. 


If the paroxyſm be not arrived at ſuch a 
height that the patient is rendered incapable 


of taking medicines by the mouth, antihyſ- 
teric, 


r 
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teric remedies ought to be adminiſtered inter- 


nally. 

All antihyſteric medicines are not obſerved 
to be equally ſucceſsful; for ſometimes one, 
and ſometimes another, will be found moſt ad- 
vantageous, according to the diſpoſition of the 
nerves of the ſtomach at the time *. 

Beſides the medicines properly termed anti- 
hyſteric, we ought to employ other remedies, 
adapted to the particular cauſe of the parox- 
yim f.

* This is fo peculiar in ſome caſes, that a table 
ſpoonful of the juice of lemons alone bas repeatedly 
aſſuaged a palpitation of the heart, after many of 
the medicines, denominated antihyſteric, had been 
preſcribed without effect. 


+ The following examples may ſerve to illuſtrate 
this precept. When hyſteric complaints are owing to 
a diminution or ſupprethon of ſome accuſtomed eva- 
cuation, . that diſcharge ought to be promoted or re- 
called. When inanition 1s the cauſe of hyſteric com- 
plaints, as often happens after an immoderate flux of 
the menſes, or lochia, the cure, after reſtraining

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To prevent the return of the hyſteric parox- 


yſm, the conſtitution is to be ſtrengthened by 
the uſe of the bark, chalybeates, cold bathing, 


and proper exerciſe. 
The hypochondriac diſeaſe in men is attend- 
ed with nearly the ſame ſymptoms as the hyſ- 


teric paſſion in women, and is to be cured in 


the ſame manner. 


the cauſe of hyſteric ſymptoms be phlegm in the ſto- 
mach, a vomit is the ſpeedieſt remedy. — When 
there appears to be a conſiderable degree of acidity in 
the ſtomach, the proper remedy is ſome fixt alca- 
line ſalt, or abſorbent powder. When worms excite 
hyſteric diſorders, anthelmintic medicines ſhould be 


adminiſtered, along with other palliative remedies, 


OBSTRUC- 
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OBSTRUCTIONS of the MENSES. 


When the obſtruction is owing to a deſicien- 

cy of blood, which may be known from tedi- 
ous diſeaſes or profuſe evacuations having pre- 
ceded, the beſt emmenagogues are thoſe medi- 
cines which ſtrengthen digeſtion, ſuch as the 
bark, bitters, and ſteel, with a nouriſhing diet, 
and proper exerciſe. 
When, as frequently happens, the com- 
plaint proceeds from a plethora oppreſſing 
the veſſels of the uterus, the indications of 
cure are to diminiſh the quantity of blood, 
by venzſeCtion ®, and gentle purgatives. 

If the obſtruction proceed from neither of 
thoſe cauſes, the moſt approved medicines are 
the fetid and reſinous gums. 

'The vapour of warm (not too hot) water, or

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of an emollient decoction, received into the 
vagina, and uſed for half an hour at a time, is 
highly beneficial; as are alſo emollient fomen- 
tations, or flannels wrung out of them, applied 


warm to the hypogaſtric region. 
Among the mechanical methods of promot- 


ing the menſtrual diſcharge, the application of 

cupping-glaſſes to the haunches and thighs, 
and frictions to the lower extremities, fre- 
quently produce good eſfects; but electricity, 

topically uſed, is of the greateſt advantage. 


CHLOROSIS, or GREEN-SICKNESS. 


: The chloroſis is a pituitous cachexy in young 
women, accompanied with a ſuppreſſion of the 
menſtrual diſcharge. If the diſeaſe be in its 
| infancy, and has ariſen from a ſtoppage of the

* The beſt purgatives are thoſe of the warm and 
aloetic kind, joined with gum ammoniac, or other 
ſuch medicines, and given as alteratives. Either 
along with thoſe, if the patient be not plethoric, or 
otherwiſe after the quantity of humors has been di- 
miniſhed by the operation, we ought to preſcribe 
chalybeates, which, in all eachectie diſorders, are 
of admirable efficacy,

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the ſame time keeping her as quiet as poſ- 


_ ſible. 
When the hæmorrhage ſeems to be princi- 


pally excited either by a redundancy or rare- 
faction of the fluids, or a ſpaſmodic affection 
of the vaſcular ſyſtem, blooding is neceſſary; 
the quantity and repetition of it being regulat- 
ed by the ſtrength of the patient, the ſtate of 
the pulſe, and the urgency of the ſymptoms. 
Cathartics are never indicated, unleſs when 
the patient complains, either of gripes or a 


looſeneſs; but even in thoſe circumſtances they 


ought to be of the mildeſt kind. 

Upon. the ſame principle, an emetic is ad- 
viſable only in caſe of ſickneſs, nauſea, or vo- 
miting; which ſymptoms may evince the exiſt- 
ence of ſome irritating matter in the ſtomach. 
But neither purgatives nor emetics ought to be 
adminiſtered, when there is any pain, or per- 
ceptible tenſion of the uterus. 

The beſt remedies are the pulvis ſtypticus, 
and tinctura roſarum; with which deſerves to- 
be mentioned the Peruvian bark. 

Bos When 
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When the plethora has been diminiſhed 
either by venæſection or a continuance of the 
diſcharge or the rarefaction has been allayed 
by cooling and condenſing remedies, opiates 
have a beneficial effect in the concluſion of 
the cure. | 

A fomentation of vinegar, or vinegar mixt 
with water, uſed cold, and applied by means 
of linen cloths or flannel to the hypogaſtric re- 
gion, and round the loins, if it can be done 
without incommoding the patient, is often 
highly advantageous. 


 FLUOR ALBUS, or WHITES. 


When the fluor albus has been occaſioned by 
an obſtruction of the menſtrual diſcharge, or 
any external injury, bloodletting is proper at 
the beginning, in order to remove the diſten- 
ſion of the uterine. veſſels, and facilitate the 
circulation z but if the diſeaſe has been owing 

1 to 
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to any other cauſe, or the conſtitution is weak, 
phlebotomy muſt be omitted. 
The medicinal courſe may be commenced by 
2 gentle emctic, if the ſtomach ſeem to be 
loaded with phlegm. 
The ſerous humors are to be diminiſhed by 


ſtomachic purgatives; and afterwards the con- 
ſtitution to be ſtrengthened by the bark and 
chalybeates. 


OBSTRUCTION of the LOCHIA. 


In plethoric women, or wherever the pulſe 
full, blooding ought to be performed imme- 
Liately, and is generally more requiſite the 
doner the obſtruction has taken place. The 
appear to be the moſt ſuitable parts for phle- 
dtomy in this caſe. | 
When the obſtruction is not attended with 
diarrhœa, we ought next to preſcribe a clyſ- 


r, which ſhould- conſiſt of emollient and 
emmg- 
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emmenagogic, rather than of purgative mates 
rials. 
When a diarrhoea ſupervenes, great caution 
is requiſite in avoiding to check it too ſudden- 


ly. Should it, however, be ſo violent, or con- 


tinue ſo long, as to weaken the patient, it muſt 
be reſtrained; but not without the previous 


adminiſtration of rhubarb, along with which 


a few grains of ſome mild emmenagogue may 


be given. 

Emollient fomentations to the abdomen are 
frequently preſcribed with good effect. 

The proper remedies in obſtructions of the 


lochia, are myrrh, borax, and ſuch like em- 
menagogue medicines, with ſome mild anti- 
hyſteric julep; to which, when any ſigns of in- 
flammation appear, a little nitre may be added. 
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IMMODERATE FLUX of the LOCHIA. 


When the diſorder proceeds from too great a 
laxity of the uterine veſſels, the remedies ought 
to be aſtringents; with which, if the patient 
appear to be ſcorbutic, or the flux betray any 
thing of a fetid ſmell, the Peruvian bark ſhould 
be joined. 

If the flux ſeem to proceed from an acrimony 
of the fluids, which is often a concomitant 
cauſe of the diſorder, eſpecially when the pa- 
tient has not been previouſly ſubject to immo- 
derate diſcharges from the uterus, opiates ought 
to be adminiſtered from time to time. For 
though it be generally allowed that they dimi- 
niſh the contractile power of the ſolids, yet no- 
thing more effectually reſtrains thoſe diſcharges 
which proceed from local irritation ; and their 
relaxing quality may be counteracted, by pre- 
ſcribing along with them aſtringent and gentle 
cordial medicines. 
. The 
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The external applications are the ſame as in 
immoderate diſcharges of the catamenia. 


CONVULSIONS in CHILD-BED 
WOMEN. 


If the convulſions proceed from a premature 
and ſudden ſtoppage of the lochia, the return 


of that flux is to be ſolicited by the methods 


above mentioned. 


When the diſorder is occaſioned by a violent 


extraction of the placenta, and a conſequent 


flooding, aſtringent injections into the uterus 
ought to be immediately adminiſtered. 


If the veſſels of the uterus have been only 


ſlightly injured, and no conſiderable hæmor- 
rhage enſues, the topical applications ſuitable. - 


are anodyne injections, 

When a retention of the placenta, or a col- 
lection of grumous blood, is ſuppoſed to be 
the cauſe of the convulſions, thoſe extraneous 


ſubſtances 
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ſubſtances ought to be gently extracted with 
the hand. The diſcharge of the former may 
alſo be ſometimes aſſiſted by ſternutatories, and 
of the latter by detergent injections. 

In all convulſions, where the patient is ple- 
thoric, thoſe only excepted which are the con- 
ſequence of immoderate evacuation, blooding 
is adviſable, not only for relaxing the veſſels 
of the uterus, and thereby diminiſhing their 


irritability, but for preventing the injurious ef- 


fects which might ariſe from the violence of the 
convulſive motions. Antiepileptic medicines 
and opium are likewiſe to be preſcribed ; the 
latter of which 1s ſuperior to every other re- 
medy, when the diſorder is cauſed by irrita- 
gion ®. |

In uſing opium for this intention, however, 


it ought rather to be given in ſmall quantities, and 
repeated occaſionally, than adminiſtered in a large 
Adoſe at once; as when adminiſtered with too liberal

AF TER-PAINS. 


Soon after delivery, women are generally 
ſeized with conſiderable pain in their loins, 
groins, and lower part of the abdomen, occa- 
ſioned by the late diſtenfion of the ligaments 


of the uterus, and which are much exaſperated 
by an obſtruction of the lochia. 


Thoſe pains may be relieved, and generally 


even prevented, by giving, ſoon after delivery, 
oleaginous medicines, ſuch as the oil of ſweet 


almonds and ſpermaceti, to which ſome opiate, 
if requiſite, may be added *. 


A common medicine for this purpoſe is a drachm » 

ſpermaceti, with an equal quantity of theriac 
ndromachi given occaſionally, and waſhed downs 
ith a little warm wine, or any gentle cordial, 
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AS TH MA. 


The aſthma is diſtinguiſhed into two kinds, 
viz. the moiſt or pituitous, and the dry or 
nervous aſthma. The latter is occaſioned by 
a ſpaſmodic affection of the lungs ; but the 
former by pituitous matter occupying their 
Cavity. | 

In. the dry aſthma, the beſt remedies are 
nervous medicines, ſuch as aſſafœtida, caſtor, 
ſalt or ſpirit of hartſhorn, &c. Gum ammo- 
niac and oxymel ſcilliticum are highly ſervice- 
able in both kinds. | 

Bliſters and ſetons, continued, have afforded 
much benefit in this diſeaſe; and in either 
' ſpecies of aſthma, when a cough prevents reſt, 
the elixir Paregoricum may be given at bed- 
time with great advantage. 

Malt liquors ought to be avoided, and the 
body be kept open by clyſters, or gentle laxa- 
tives. 


RHE U- 
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RHEUMATISM. 


If the rheumatiſm be accompanied with fe- 
ver, venæſection is neceſſary, and when the 
blood is ſizy, ought to be repeated a ſecond or 
third time. A low diet in this caſe is proper; 
and coſtiveneſs ſhould be prevented, either by 
frequent clyſters or ſome mild laxative. 

Bliſtering is ſerviceable in univerſal rheuma- 
tiſms; and when the pain is confined to one 
part, it is among the moſt efficacious applica- 
tions. But in the acute rheumatiſm, attended 
with ſwelling of the joints, leeches have been 
found preferable to all other local remedies; 
applying four or more upon that part where 
the inflammation and tumor were the greateſt, 
and, when there was occaſion, renewing the 
application daily, or at longer intervals. 

When the fever has been diminiſhed by 
blood-letting, and eſpecially if the patient be 
brought low by that evacuation, the ſpirit of 
hartſhorn has been given with great advantage,

in the quantity of about forty drops thrice a- 


day. 
In the chronic rheumatiſm, if the blood be 


ſizy, moderate venæſection once in eight or 
ten days is adviſable; as is likewiſe the appli- 
cation of leeches when the parts are inflamed, 
In this ſpecies of rheumatiſm the ſpirit of 
hartſhorn is of particular advantage; and laxa- 
tives of gum guaiacum are highly beneficial *. 
When evacuations cannot be continued long- 
er on account of weakneſs, eſpecially if the 
water break, or the patient complain of night 
ſweats, recourſe may be had to the bark. 
When ſharp noCturnal pains prevent all reſt, 
the only refuge is opiates; byt in other caſes 
thoſe remedies are better omitted. 
Embrocations are ſometimes ſerviceable in 


the chronic rheumatiſm.

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SCIATICA. 


S CIATICA. 


The common ſciatica, if recent, is oſten 
treated ſucceſsfully with the ſame remedies 
which are given in the rheumatiſm, according 
as it is attended with fever or not. 

An efficacious remedy in this complaint, is 
a mixture of oil of turpentine and honey, in 
the proportion of two drachms of the former 
to an ounce of the latter. The doſe is a tea- 
ſpoonful, taken in bed, morning and evening, 

and drinking after it half a pint of any warm 
diluent. 

Calomel, given with a diaphoretic draught, 
has alſo been uſed with great advantage *.

PALSY. 
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PALSY. 


In 2 palſy of any muſcle, its motion and 
ſenſation are either diminiſhed or totally ob- 
iterated. The diſeaſe is commonly diſtinguiſh- 
ed into three ſpecies, according to the degree 
of its extent. When all the parts below the 
head are affected, it is called a paraplegia 
when only one ſide, a hemiplegia; and when 
any particular limb, a paralyſis of the part. 
In all thoſe caſes the nerves of the ſpine or 
medulla oblongata are affected; but in a palſy 
of the muſcles of the face, the diſorder has its 
origin in the brain. 

When the patient is plethoric, blood-letting 
is neceſſary.; after which vomits and ſtimu- 
lating clyſters are to be adminiſtered, and 
warm nervous medicines preſcribed. Exter- 
nally, ſtimulating frictions ſhould be uſed, 
with ſpirituous embrocations, and bliſters ; the 


two laſt of which are moſt advantageouſly 


applied to the ſpine. 
| | I Elec- 
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Electricity is found to be of great advan- 
tage. | 7 

In a palſy of the tongue, beſides external 
applications to the upper parts of the medulla 
oblongata, ſome warm ſtimulating liquid ſhould 
be held in the mouth frequently, and after- 
wards be ſpit out. 

The diet ſhould be light, and moderately 
ſeaſoned with aromatics. 

A tremor may be conſidered as a partial 
palſy, and treated accordingly ; omitting how- 
ever the evacuations. 

In every kind of paralytic complaint, Bath 
waters, under proper regulations, have been 


- found of advantage. 


DROPSY. 
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DR OP 8 L. 


The dropſy is divided into two kinds, the 
anaſarca, and the aſcites; in the former of 
which the water is contained in the cells of the 
membrana adipoſa; and in the latter it occu- 
pies the cavity of the abdomen, where it is 
ſometimes included in cyſts. 

In this diforder the urine is ſmall in quan» 
tity, and the patient is troubled with thirſt and 
dithculty of breathing. 

The principal remedies are purgatives and 
diuretics; during the uſe of which we 
ſhould endeavour to reſtore the tone of the 
ſolids, by interpoſing ſtomachic and ſtrength- 


ening medicines “. 
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*. The purges moſt ſucceſsful are the pulvis ja- 
lapii and calomel ; but this evacuation ought to be 
cautioully uſed when the conſtitution is weak. In 
this caſe it is more adviſable to employ diuretic me- 
dicines; among which the oxymel ſcilliticum is 
one of the beſt adapted, The lixivial ſalts are alſo 
uſed with great advantage. 


12 | GOUT, 
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GOUT. 


The gout is diſtinguiſhed into two kinds, 
the regular, and irregular; the former of which 
returns at ſtated periods, and gradually de- 
clines; but the latter is uncertain in its at- 
tacks, and extremely variable in its ſymptoms, 
In a regular fit of the gout, the parts affect- 
ed ſhould be kept moderately warm, and the 
patient lie moſtly in bed, till the paroxyſm 
abate; uſing at the ſame time a ſlender diet. 
No other diſeaſe ſcems to be ſo much ex- 
empted from the power of medicine, or to 
have ſo much incurred the ſuſpicion of danger 
from every medicinal application. When the 
patient, however, is plethoric, and the ſymp- 
toms of fever run very high, experience 
evinces that moderate blooding may be uſed 


with ſafety and benefit ; and alſo that when

the fit 1 is extremely violent, a gentle anody ne 
may be adminiſtered. 


In the irregular flying gout, the body ought 
to be kept open with tinclure of rhubarb, or 


tinctura ſacra, and a perſpirative regimen be 
uſed. 

If the gout ſeize the head, the patient, if he 
de not blooded, ought at leaſt to be cupped in 
the ſhoulders; applying at the ſame time bliſ- 

ters to the arms, legs, and ancles, and giving 
a large doſe of tinctura ſacra. 

If it ſhould attack the lungs, it muſt * 
treated as an inflammation of that part; uſing 
veneſection more cautiouſly, however; and 
not omitting to ſolicit the arthritic matter to 
- the feet, by bliſters to the ancles, or by ſina- 


piſms. 
When the gout affects the ſtomach, recourſe 


muſt immediately be had to warm medicines, 
' fuch as rad. ſerpontar. Virginianz, ſal cornu 
cervi, &c. at the fame time fomenting the 
ſtomach with warm wine, to which aromatics 


are joined, 
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For preventing the return of à paroxyſm, 
the beſt means are temperance, daily moderate 
exerciſe, and the uſe of Bath waters. 


DIABETES. 


-. 


This diſeaſe conſiſts in a too copious ſecre- 
tion of urine, which is ſometimes found ſweet- 
iſh to the taſte and ſmell. It is accompanied 
with great thirſt, a weak and quick pulſe, and 
a waſting of the body, 
The remedies for this diforder are aſtrin- 
gent medicines; in which claſs thoſe chiefly 
recommended are the Peruvian bark *, and 
alum- poſſet, drank as ſtrong as the ſtomach 
will bear it.

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' -  ® Good effects have been obſerved from adding 

to a doſe of the decoction of the bark ten, fifteen, or 
twenty drops of the tincture of cantharides, with 
_ the view of reſtoring the debilitated tone of the re- 
pal glands,

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The diet ſhould be ſtrengthening and balſa- 
mic, conſiſting of ſuch food as jelly, ſago, &c. 


The beſt drink is Briſtol water, tincture of 
roſes, or a decoction of cinnamon. 


BLOODY URINE. 


'This diſorder may be occaſioned by too 
great a fulneſs of blood, or by gravel, or a 
ſtone in the urinary paſſages; in the two laſt 
of which caſes it is uſually accompanied 
with pain. 

If the patient be plethoric, blood ought to 
be drawn from the arm; and afterwards ſome 


ſpoonfuls of a cooling emulſion, with gum 
Arabic, be taken frequently. 
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INCONTINENCE of URINE. 


The remedies commonly adminiſtered for 
this diſorder are aſtringent medicines ; but it 
has lately been diſcovered that much better 
effects are produced by a bliſter to the os ſa- 
erum; the application of which has totally re- 
moved the complaint within twenty-four 
hours *. |

SCURVY 
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SCURVY. 


The ſcurvy is accompanied with laſſitude, 2 
difficulty of breathing, and an averſion to all 
exerciſe. 'The countenance 1s generally of a 
yellowiſh hue, the breath is offenſive, and the 
gums, which become ſoſt and putrid, are liable 
to bleed on the lighteſt preſſure. Frequently 
alſo the patient bleeds at the noſe, and has li- 
vid ſpots on different parts of the body. 

The remedies for this diſorder are all thoſe 
which reſiſt the putrefaction of the blood, and 
reſtore the ſtrength of the ſolids; ſuch as the 
juice · of the herbs called antiſcorbutic, an infu- 
ſion of malt, the Peruvian bark, elixir of vi- 
triol, &c. | 

During the cure, the patient ought to take 
occaſionally ſome cream of tartar, or other 
gentle laxative, and uſe a light diet, which 
ſhould conſiſt chiefly of the vegetable and aceſ- 


cent kind. 


This 
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This diſeaſe, formerly ſo fatal to the navy 
on long voyages, is now found to be entirely 
prevented by a wholeſome diet, the free uſe 
of fruits, and an attention to the cleanlineſs of 


the ſhip. 


SCROFULOUS and GLANDULAR 
SWELLINGS. 


The Peruvian bark has been adminiſtered in 
theſe complaints with great ſucceſs. When the 
habit of body is relaxed, and the circulation 
weak, either from conſtitution or accident, 
the bark is a moſt eſſicacious medicine, and acts 
as a reſolvent and diſtutient. It will not, how- 
ever, ſucceed in all caſes; but there are few 
in which a trial can be attended with much de- 
triment. It has not been found to avail much 
whers the bones are affected, nor where the ſcro- 


ſulous tumor is ſo ſituated as to be accompa- 


nied with much Pain, as in the joints, or under 
the | 
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the membranous coverings of the muſcles. The 
bark, inſtead of leſſening, rather increaſes the 
fever that accompanies thoſe circumſtances z 
and if it does not really aggravate the com- 
plaint, it ſeems at leaſt to accelerate the pro- 
greſs of the diſcaſe. 


St. VITUS's DANCE. 


This diſeaſe is chiefly incident to children, 
particularly girls, and conſiſts in a convulſive 
agitation of the members of the body. 'The 
head ſhakes, the tongue lolls out, and neither 
the arms nor legs can perform any voluntary 
motion with ſteadineſs. 

When the patient is plethoric, venzſection is 
proper. A vomit may then be given, and after- 
wards a doſe of rhubarb, or ſome other purge; 
the latter of which is to be repeated every other, 
or every third day, for three or four times. 

Sometimes the diſorder proceeds from the 
irritation of worms; in which caſe anthelmintic 


medicines are to be preſcribed. . 
| Evacua- 
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© Evacuations having been premiſed, the cure 
is to be completed by ſtrengthening remedies, 
ſuch as the Peruvian bark, chalybeate medi- 


cines, and cold-bathing. 


WORMS. 


Worms are chiefly incident to children, and 
are diſtinguiſhed into three ſpecies, the round, 
the aſcarides, and the tinea. According to the 
degree of irritation they excite, the part of the 
alimentary tube which they occupy, and other 
circumſtances, they occaſion a variety of ſymp- 
toms, ſuch as nauſea, vomiting, looſeneſs, coſ- 
tiveneſs, an itching of the noſe or anus, faint- 
Ings, an intermitting, weak pulſe, offenſive 
breath, grinding of the teeth, &c. 

The remedies are anthelmintic medicines, 
with a doſe of rhubarb, and a few grains of ca- 


lomel repeated occaſionally. 
Externally, ointments and plaſters are ſome- 
mes uſed with ſucceſs. 


H- 
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HEMORRHOIDS, or PILES. 


The hæmorrhoids conſiſt in a diſtenſion of 
the lower part of the inteſtinum rectum, and 
are diſtinguiſhed into two kinds, viz. the in- 
ternal and external. | 

When the piles ſucceed a chronical head-ach, 
or other eomplaint, they are ſometimes ſalu- 
tary, and, inſtead of being checked, ought ras 
ther to be promoted, by aloetic medicines, or 
leeches applied to the part. 

When the complaint is violent, we may or- 
der blood-letting and a cool diet; but in com- 
mon caſes the diſorder may be removed by lax- 


ative medicines *,

Hzmorrhages in general ariſe either from a 
fullneſs, or an acrimony of blood, and proceed 
moſt commonly from the noſe or lungs. In 
both caſes, when the patient is plethoric, ve- 


neſection ſhould be performed in the arm; and 
nitre ſhould be adminiſtered. A cooling diet 


is requiſite; and the body ſhould be kept open 
by ſome gentle laxative. When the fullneſs of 
the veſſels is diminiſhed, the Peruvian bark 
may be given with great advantage. 


If the hæmorrhage be from the noſe, the, 


patient may uſe ſtyptic applications, ſuch as 


tincture of roſes, vinegar, &c.

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ITCH. 


The ſpecific remedy for this diſeaſe is ſul- 
phur, which is both more ſafe and more efhca- 
cious than mercury. It is to be applied exter- 
nally, in the form of an ointment *, with 
which either a part of the body, or, in bad 
caſes, the whole may be anointed ſucceſſively 
for ſeveral nights. | 
| Along with unction, the flowers of ſulphur 
alſo are ſometimes given internally. : 

As the fumes of ſulphur, when liberally uſed, 
may heat the blood, at a time when the perſpi- 
ration may be too much checked by the oint- 
ment, it is proper that the patient ſhould be p 
kept all the while to a cool diet, and guard a- | 
gainſt cold. If of a full habit, or in any de- N

VENEREAL DISEASE. 


The venereal diſeaſe may be divided into the 
gonorrhœa virulenta, and the confirmed pox. 
The former is an inflammatory diſeaſe only, 
and ought to be treated by the antiphlogiſtic 
method of cure. Injections are found to be a 
Tafe, as well as the ſpecdieſt remedy.
